IN  the  year  1864  there  was  established  in  Basle  a  private  Company  for  the  supply  of  high-class 
Pharmaceutical  Preparations,  which  gained  so  much  importance  that  it  was  formed  in  the  year  1885 
into  a  Joint  Stock  Company  with  a  Capital  of  Ten  MilUon  Francs,  and  is  now  known  as  the  Society 
Chemical  Industry  in  Basle. 

M ATir>iM AT  TTV    "^^^  Society  is  administered  by  a  Council  of  Sixteen  Members,  all, of  French  and 
••  s^igg  nationality,  and  a  Board  of  Directors  composed  of  Seven  Members,  all  of 
whom  are  of  Swiss  nationality. 

SXAFF  Society  employs  135  Chemists  and  Technical  Experts,  380  Clerks  and  2,400  Workmen,  and 

'    a  large  number  of  Draughtsmen  and  Engineers. 

BRANCHES  "^^^  principal  Works  are  in  Basle,  of  which  the  above  is  an  illustration,  and  at  Petit- 
Hiiningue  and  Monthey  (Switzerland).  The  business  of  the  Society  increased  so  enormously

Each  preparation  before  it  is  adopted  for  medical  use  is  tested  on  animals,  and  on  proving  satisfactory 
is  submitted  to  a  large  number  of  Hospitals  for  Clinical  and  Therapeutic  trial,  and  the  results  considered  by 
the  Medical  Council  of  the  Society  before  distributing  to  the  Medical  Profession  generally. 

A  matter  of  primary  importance  is  the  purchasing  of  suitable  raw  materials,  which  is  entrusted  to  a 
special  staff  controlled  by  Doctors  and  Pharmaceutical  Chemists.  No  expense  or  trouble  is  spared  in  the 
preparation  of  the  various  Pharmaceutical  Products  to  maintain  the  highest  standard  of  perfection,  and  every 
stage  in  the  preparation  of  these  drugs  is  controlled  with  scrupulous  exactitude  which  lends  entire  confidence 
to  all  products  bearing  the  House  Mark  "  Ciba."

Export  Notices. 

Dutch  East  Indies. — With  regard  io  the  prohibition  of 
exportation  of  medicaments  from  the  Dutch  East  Indies 
the  Governor-General  has  decided  that  the  following 
ai  tides  will  be  considered  exceptions  to  the  rule,  and 
may  therefore  be  exported  :  Arrowroot,  benzoin,  cloves, 
catechu  (ga.mbier),  cocaine,  cinchona  bark,  cinnamon, 
ciuinine  and  quinine  salts,  earthnut  oil,  cajuput  Wil, 
c^tronella  oil,  coca-nut  oil,  castor  oil,  sandalwood  oil, 
sesame  oil,  ma.kasson  oil,  Borneo  tallow,  bleaching-powder, 
licjuid  and  solid  paraffin,  turmeric,  spirituous  liquids  of 
all  kinds,  mace,  eucalyptus-loaves,  coriander,  cubebs 
quassia,  coca^butter,  mace  oil,  nutmeg  oil,  ginger,  and 
nutmegv. 

Netherlands. — The  importation  of  Chinese  wood  oil  is 
prohibited,  according  to  a  decree  of  September  30.

During  all  these  engagements  he  was 
only  once  slightly  wounded,  but  about  a  month  ago  his 
horse  steppecr  into  a  she'l-hole,  turned  a  complete  somer- 
sault and  Captain  Anderson  was  thrown  on  his  head, 
ko  bones  were  broken,  but  he  suffered  slight  concussion 
and  damage  to  his  teeth.

Enemy  Patents. — Licences  have  been  granted  to  the  Gas 
Developments,  Ltd.,  to  use  patents  17951/09,  19249/10,  and 
5833/11  for  the  synthetic,  manufacture  of  ammonia  belong- 
ing to  the  Badische  Anilin  und  Soda  Fabrik.  The  hearing 
took  place  on  October  11  at  the  Patent  Office  Court, 
London,  of  an  application  by  Mr.  A.  E.  McCardoll,  Man- 
chester, for  a  licence  to  use  a  patent  for  the  manufacture 
of  percarbonate  of  soda,  which  had  been  applied  for  by 
the  enemy  firm  of  Henkcl.  Tlw  Comi^trollcr  expressed 
himself  as  favourable  to  the  application. 

A  Dei'g  Find. — The  "Times"  special  correspondent  at 
British  Headquarters  in  France  tells  how  when  searching  the 
underground  wayi.5  at  Thie^Dval  one  of  them  was  found  to 
be  "fitted  up  most  excellently  as  a  li  >-  i;t  d  and  dressing- 
,station.  They  t-ay  that  the  stock  of  ilni;,,-  ;iim1  instruments 
found,  in  it  was  extremely  valuable,  inckiding  supplies  of 
drugs  which  we  >  have  difficulty  in  getting.  Among  those 
who  surrendered  in  Thiepval  was  a  German  army  doctor 
with  a  staff  of  twenty  men — a  whole  medical  unit — and  they 
turned  to  and  did  good  work  for  our  wounded  in  this 
underground  hosi'iital.'' 

Tr.^ding  with  the  Enemy. — The  Controller  of  the  Foreign 
Trade-  Department,  Lancaster  House,  St.  James's,  London, 
S.W.,  has  issued  a  new  consolidating  list  containing  the 
names  of  over  two  thousand  persoixs  and  firms  with  whom 
persons  in  the  LTnited  Kingdom  are  forbidden  to  tr'ade 
under  the  Trading  with  the  Enemy  (Statutory  List)  Pro- 
clamation, 1916.  It  is  important  that  everyone  engaged  in 
foreign  trade  should  realise  that  he  is  under  obligation  to 
make  himself  familiar  with  this  list  and  to  observe  it  in 
his  dealings,  as  failure  in  this  respect  renders  him  liable 
to  heavy  penalties,  the  plea  of  ignorance  being  of  no 
avail. 

Age-limit  or  Dispen.see.s. — Mr.  G.  A.  Tocher,  Secretary 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  of  the  County  of 
London,  informs  us  that  the  reference  to  the  proposed  age 
limit  for  London  pharmacists  exempt  from  military  service 
was  incorrectly  reported  in  the  daily  Press.  The  para- 
graph UDon  which  the  statement  was  made  occurred  in 
letter  to' the  Lambeth  Tribunal  from  Mr.  Thomas  Batey, 
Clerk  of  the  London  Insurance  Committee,  as  follows: 

■\Vith  reference  to  the  case  of  men  referred  to  in  yniu-  letter,  it 
■would  :ippear  from  the  information  ill  the  possession  of  the 
Committee  tbat  tliey  are  all  married  men  of  thirty-four  years  of 
age  and  ovei-.  A  considerable  number  of  registered  pharmacists 
and  dispensers  formerly  engaged  at  chemists'  establishments 
the  Administrative  County  of  London  have  been  released  for 
service  with  His  Majesty's  Forces,  with  the  result  that  there 
at  the  present  time  an  undoubted  shortage  of  men  w)io  are 
competent  to  undert,vke  the  dispensing  of  medicines,  and  the 
Committee  feel,  therefore,  that  the  servic^i-s  of  the  men  remainin 
are  thereby  increased  in  value,  and  tliat  such  men  should,  if 
possible,  be  granted  exemption  from  military  service.

Pharmacist  Volunteer  Corps. 

Sergt. -Major  F.  G.  Wells,  of  the  Phai-nracists"  Volunteer 
Corps,  calls  attention  to  the  inspection  that  is  to  take  place 
on  October  15,  in  Brockwell  Park,  of  the  work  upon  which 
the  Corps  has  been  engaged  for  some  weeks  past.  An 
appeal  is  made  to  all  N.C.O.s  and  men  of  the  Corps  to 
make  a  special  effort  to  be  prci;ent  as  a  great  deal  depends 
on  this  inspection.  It  is  hoped  tiiat  the  past  fifteen  months' 
work  of  the  Corps  will  be  rewarded  by  the  official  recog- 
nition from  the  War  Office,  not  merely  as  a  Volunteer 
Corps,  but  as  the  Pharmacist  Sanitary  Company  for 
London.  The  inspection  takes  placg;  at  11.30,  and  any 
pharmacist  will  be  welcomed. 

Sale  of  Lead  Plaster. 

On  October  6  a  deputation  from  the  English  Plasters 
Association  had  a  conference  with  the  National  Council  of 
Public  Moral.5,  the  President  of  which  is  the  Bishop  of 
Birmingham,  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the  recommen- 
dations of  the  National  Birth-rate  Commission  in  favour 
of  preventing  the  sale  of  certain  forms  of  lead  plaster. 
Among  those  present  were  Mr.  A.  De  St.  Dalmas  and  Mr. 
Cholerton  (representing  A.  De  St.  Dalmas,  Leicester),  Mr. 
Gerrard  (representing  Cuxson.  Gerrard  &  Co..  Ltd.,  Oldbury, 
Birmingham),  and  Mr.  A.  ,J.  Pidd  (representing  W.  Mather, 
Ltd.,  Manchester).  The  deputation  discussed  the  question 
of  the  best  methods  to  be  adopted  to  check  the  sale  and 
distribution  of  lead  plaster  as  an'  abortefacient  which, 
according  to  the  inquiries  made  by  the  Commission,  pre- 
vails to  a  largo  extent  among  the  industrial  classes,  par- 
ticularly in  the  northern  distrifits.  The  Commiss'ioners 
recommended  that  the  sale  and  manufacture  of  the  plaster 
should  be  reitricted  or  prohibited  altogether,  and  manu- 
facturers have  since  consented  to  co-operate  with  a  view 
to  the  prohibition  of  the  sale  of  the  preparation  for  illegal 
purposes  provided  that  the  legitimate  medical  trade  is  not 
disturbed.  It  is  understood  that  the  Government  will  be 
shortly  approached  on  the  matter.  The  negotiations  which 
took  place  at  the  recent  interview  are,  for  the  moment, 
private,  and  no  communication  is  being  made  to  the  Press 
on  the  matter.

The  Formula  on  the  Label. 
At  a  mooting  of  the  Birmingham  Rotary  Club  last  week 
Mr.  J.  A.  Radford,  chemist  and  druggist,  and  ex-President 
of  the  Birmingham  Phar- 
maceutical Association,  ad- 
vocated the  declaration  of 
the  ingredients  of  pro- 
prietary medicines  on  the 
label  of  the  container.  He 
sketched  the  history  of 
dutiable  medicines  in 
Great  Britain  since  the 
Medicine  Stamp  Act,  1785, 
and  argued  from  the 
official  figures  for  1914-15 
(see  C.  (t  D.  Diari/.  p.  368) 
that  the  appeal  of  tlie 
patent-medicine  proprietor 
meets  with  a  readier  re- 
sponse than  ever.  This  Mr.  J.  A,  E.vDFonD. 
was     why    Mr.  Radford 

thought  it  would  be  wise  to  declare  the  contents  on  the 
label  of  every  stamped  medicine.  Then,  he  considered, 
people  would  no  longer  pay  inflated  prices,  and  every 
patent  medicine  would  become  amenable  to  the  Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs  Acts.  He  not  think  if  the  formula  of  a 
certain  well-known  pill  were  published  that  one  box  less 
would  bo  sold,  and  he  also  knew  that  if  the  formula  of 
another  mixture  were  disclosed  the  sales  would  go  down 
by  leaps  and  bounds.  What  is  wanted,  he  said,  is  protec- 
tion of  the  public  against  wealthy  syndicates,  who  exploit 
the  medicine-trade  of  the  country,  sending  out  their  wares 
as  if  they  were  new  discoveries,  whereas  in  fact  they  were 
old  friends  dressed  up  and  virtues  claimed  for  them  that 
they  never  had.  They  would  never  stop  the  making  or 
sale  of  patent  med'cines;  let  them  therefore  do  the  next 
best  thing,  said  Mr.  Radford— make  it  illegal  for  any 
proprietary  medicine  to  be  sold  unless  the  composition  is 
clearly  set  forth  on  the  label. 

[Mr.  Radford  was  Secetary  of  the  Birmingham  Pharmaceutical 
Association  for  seven  years  until  1910,  and  in  1912  succeeded  Mr. 
E.  Corfield  as  President.  He  Avas  Assistant  Local  Secretary  to  the 
British  Ph.armacentical  Conference  when  it  visited  Birmingham 
in  1906.  He  has  been  in  business  in  Union  Street,  Birmingham, 
since  1885.] 

Birmingham  and  District. 

"Epsom  Salts'"  complains  in  the  "Mail"  at  the 
delay  of  the  Early  Closing  Order,  and  says  no  trade  is 
done  after  7.50,  and  nine  hours,  are  enough  for  business 
purposes. 

AH  our  local  pharmacists  who  dispense  are  asking  the 
clientele  to  save,  clean,  and  return  their  medicine-bottles 
owing  to  the  difficulty  of  getting  new  ones  even  at  a 
greatly  enhanced  cost. 

The  Jelloid  window-display  occupies  space  in  most  West 
Bromwich  pharmacies.  Mr.  Gordon  Griffith  has  had  a 
smart  new  front  and  window-enclosure  fitted  in  his  phar- 
macy at  551  High  Street.  The  work  has  been  efficiently 
carried  out  by  Southalls. 

In  view  of  the  prevalence  of  scarlet  fever  in  Birmingham 
and  the  prominence  given  in  tire  "Weekly  Post"  to  the 
Milne  method  of  treatment,  it  would  be  good  for  the 
pharmacist  to  study  it.  It  consists  in  anointing  the  sub- 
ject from  head  to  foot  with  eucalyptus  oil  and  swabbing 
the  throat  with  a  10-per-cent.  carbolic  oil. 
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There  are  signs  that  the  local  Pharmaceutical  Association 
will  begin  its  winter  session  with  renewed  vigoui-.  Stirring 
times  are  anticipated,  as  trade  is  very  good  and  the  people 
prosperous.  The  Association  has  issued  to  its  members  its 
annual  report  to  be  presented  at  the  annual  meeting  on 
October  25.  It  shows  a  very  creditable  year's  work,  and 
is  in  finance  matters  very  sound. 

Liverpool. 

Owing-  to  the  high  price  of  methylated  spirits  several 
pharmacists  have  not  renewed  the  licences  which  expired 
recently. 

The  adoption  of  an  oi^en  inset  with  the  dark  blind  on 
window  is  becoming  general  in  the  retail  drug-trade. 
White  letters  or  red  are  about  equally  favoured. 
'  The  cocaine  register  is  considered  so  cumbrous  that 
cocaine  is  not  being  stocked  .at  some  pharmacies,  and 
prescriptions  which  include  cocaine  are  being  declined. 

Mr.  E.  T.  Neathercoat,  Vice-President  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  is  to  address  the  Liverpool  C.A.  on 
October  25  on  the  new  negotiations  with  the  Insurance 
Commissioners. 

In  the  grocery  and  provision  trade  the  prospect  of  .an 
carly-clcsing  order  is  being  anticipated  by  a  movement 
in  favour  of  a  general  closure  at  six  o'clock.  If  the  phar- 
macies are  to  gain  benefit,  it  will  be  necessary  for  the 
panel  doctors  to  open  and  close  their  surgeries  earlier. 

As  *an  example  of  pharmaceutical  unity,  the  case  of  a 
mid-Yorkshire  Parliamentary  division  containing  three 
towns  is  being  locally  cjuoted.  Each  pharmacist  throughout 
the  division  is  a  member  of  the  District  Association,  and 
thus  loyalty  to  common  interests  has  been  promoted  with 
a  ]irevailing  harmony. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Soldiers' 
Comfort;  Fund  promoted  by  the  office  staf?  of  Evans  Sons 
Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd.,  was  held  [n  the  export  office  on 
Wednesday  evening,  October  11.  Five-ancl-twenty  members 
of  the  office  staff  are  serving  with  the  E'orces.  The  financial 
statement,  submitted  by  Mr.  L.  J.  Prisney  (Hon.  Treasurer), 
showed  income  of  71/.  iSs.  Id.,  and  of  this  all  but  16i'.  9.?.  bd. 
was  expended — 48/.  14.s.  ll^J.  on  141  parcels  and  5/.  _  on 
cigarettes,  the  rest  being  postages.  The  weekly  collections 
from  the  staff  amounted  to  52/.  15*.  1(/..  the  directors  gave 
5/,.  travellers  11/.  14s.,  and  J.  &  T.  Wright  21.  9.s. 

Owing  to  an  alteration  in  the  programme,  the  agenda 
for  the  inaugural  meeting  of  the  Liverpool  C.A.  on  Wed- 
nesday evening  contained  these  items:  "Federation  in 
Lancashire."  "  Supplemental  Price  List,"  and  "  Early 
Closing."  Ladies  were  invited  and  refreshments  served, 
this  social  aspect  of  Jhe  gathering  being  in  part  a  re- 
flection of  the  custom  of  former  years.  The  early-closing 
proposal,  which  aims  at  the  compulsory  closing  of  all  shops 
each  evening  at  seven  o'clock,  has  caused  .a  flutter  among 
the  pharmacies.  Some  arrangement  for  emergency  supplies 
of  medicines  will  be  made,  but  this  must  entail  hardship  on 
lock-up  shops.

C'amberwell  Guaedt.^ns'  dispensaries  are  to  be  closed  at 
6.30  P.M.  instead  of  seven  o'clock  for  three  months  from 
October  2.

1/.  11.S.  7>d.  stolen  from  him  by  an  errand-boy,  who  was, 
on  October  2,  charged  with  the  theft,  and  his  father  with 
receiving  the  money.  Both  were  bound  over,  the  father 
being  fined  also. 


Odol  Chemical-woeks. — Mr.  Carl  Siegle,  the  former 
manager  of  the  business  in  London,  was  interned  before 
Mr.  Campling  was  appointed  controller  of  it  in  August. 
The  "Daily  Mail"  states  that  the  Board  of  Trade  has 
refused  to  allow  the  latter  to  sell  the  goodwill  of  the  busi- 
ness, including  the  trade-marks  and  registered  name;  and 
designs. 

FiHE. — The  factory  of  the  London  Chemical  Co.,  Ltd., 
Southall,  was  much  damaged  by  fire  on  Sunday  evening, 
October  8,  though  no  serious  personal  injury  was  reported. 
Two  of  the  company's  latest  buildings  were  destroyed,  but 
the  works  are  "  carrying  on,"  and  the  company  tell  us 
that  they  hope  in  a  few  days  to  recommence  the  delivery  of 
their  salicylic  acid  and  salicylates.

John  Ruston,  drug-merchant,  Carlton  Road,  Worksop,  fine 
30.S,  (allowing  light  to  show  through  the  door  of  his  pre- 
mises). 

Anglo-Ameeican  Generosity. — A  Past  President  of  the 
Cliem'oal  Society  and  a  Past  Pre.sident  of  the  Society  of 
Chemical  Industry  have  sent  Sir  Robert  A.  Hudson  (Chair- 
man of  the  Joint  Finance  Committee),  British  Red  Cross 
Society  and  Order  of  St.  John,  cheques  for  2,000/.  which 
they  have  received  from  an  industrial  body  in  the  United 
States  of  American  that  recently  requGsted  their  scientific 
advice,  which  they  ga.ve  with  the  suggestion  that  any 
honorarium  would  go  to  the  Red  Cross  Society. 

Poisonings. --The  cases  of  poisoning  reported  during  the 
week  include  two  from  oxalic  acid.  One  case  was  that  of 
a  Battersea  man,  named  Kemp,_  who  took  the  poison  in 
tea.  and  told  the  doctor  at  the  infirmary,  where  he  died, 
that  he  mistook  it  for  Epsom  salt.  The  other  case  was 
that  of  Harold  Riddle,  a  disc.harg.  il  s(.l.li(>r,  who  was 
worried  with  domestic  troubles,  and  ciidi'd  them  by  taking 
poison.  A  case  of  carbolic-acid  poisoning  is  reported  from 
Middlesbrough,  where  a  married  woman  drank  the  ijoison 
in  mistake  for  toothache-mixture. 

Laboratory  Ware. — The  Royal  Doulton  Pottery  Works  at 
Lambeth  were  visited  by  the  Lord  Mayor  of  London  on 
October  5,  when  an  exhibition  of  samples  of  laboratory 
porcelain  was  i,nspected.  These  inc'.uded  crucibles, 
evaporating.dishes.  filtering-funnels,  a  variety  of  special 
vessels  used  for  mineralogical  and  assaying  purposes,  and 
other  articles  of  hard  porcelain  suited  to  laboratory-work. 
According  to  reports  from  analysts  and  chemists  who  have 
used  them,  they  are  equal,  if  not  actually  superior,  to  the 
ware  produced  "by  the  Imperial  Factory  at  Charlottenburg. 
and  are  supplied  at  prices  practically  identical  with  those 
of  the  German  articles  before  the  war. 

OilUM-SMUGGLlNG.— At  West  Ham  on  October  5,  two 
Chinese  seamen  were  found  guilty  of  attempting  to  export 
oi-)ium.  One  was  fined  50/.,  or  two  months'  imprisonment, 
and  the  other  25/.,  or  thirty-one  day/.— On  October  11 
another  Chinese  sailor  wa".  sent  to  prison  for  thirty-one 
davs,  without  the  option  of  a  fine,  for  a  similar  offence. 
—At  the  London  Sessions,  on  October  6,  the 
appeal  of  Totaro  Yamashito,  a  Japanese  seaman, 
against  a  sentence  of  six  months'  imprisonment  for 
having  in  his  possession  and  attemptm^r  to  export 
16  lb.  of  opium  was  dismissed,  but  "hard  labour  "  was 
changed  to  second  division.— On  the  same  day  Tang  Fook 
(34)  a  Chinese  seaman,  was  remanded  on  a  charge  of 
illegallv  attempting  to  export  2  lb,  of  opium,  which  he  said 
h^  got  from  an  English  firm  at  Aldgate.  —Kwo  K.  Lia,  a 
Chine  e  seaman,  was  fined  25/.,  or  thirty-one  days'  imprison- 
ment, for  harbouring  3  lb.  of  opium.— At  Tower  Bndfe 
Police  Court  on  October  9,  Bow  Sung  (41)  wa;  fined  50/., 
or  two  months'  imprisonment,  for  illegally  importing  20  lb. 
of  opium.— At  Thames  Police  Court  on  October  9.  six 
Chinamen  were  fined  1/.  each,  and  a  seventh  15/.,  for  bemg 
in  possession  of  opium  which  had  been  prepared  for 
smoking.

New  Scottish  National  Health  Insurance  rules  provide 
that  where  a  patient's  case  is  outside  the  scope  of  an 
ordinary  practitioner,  treatment  may  bo  obtained  in  the 
special  manner  best  suited  to  the  ca^e.  Also  that  a  panel 
doctor  may,  not  later  than  December  1  in  each  year,  decline 
to  have  the  name  of  any  patient  on  his  list.  The  patient 
may,  after  being  notified,  choose  another  doctor. 

Mrs.  Gwynne  Vaughan,  widow  of  Professor  D.  Y.  Gwynno 
Vaughan,  has  presented  to  Professor  Bower,  on  behalf  of 
the  Botanical  Department  of  Glasgow  University,  the 
collection  of  over  2,000  anatomical  slides  in  mahogany 
cabinet,  belonging  to  her  late  husband.  Some  of  the  slides 
were  preiiared  while  Profe-sor  Vaughan  was  on  the  Uni> 
versify  botanical  staff,  and  the  collection  includes  the 
originals  of  all  his  published  memoirs.

Paterson,  Dalrymple  Street,  has  a  photographic  display 
in  one  window  and  an  assortment  of  Icilma  preparations, 
shampoos.  Diamond  corn-cure,  etc.,  in  the  other.  Mr. 
W.  K.  Blair,  Dalrymple  Street,  .shows  in  one  window 
Scott's  emulsion  and  Peps.  Mr.  Gilbert  Graham,  in  the 
same  street,  displays  Kruschen  salts,  Euthymol  tooth-paste, 
a  shelf  of  sundries,  and  shaving-brushes,  nail-brushes,  and 
the  like  complete  the  window.  Another  window  is  de- 
voted to  photographic  materials,  with  a.  large  range  of 
Kodak  cameras.  Some  unusually  good  attractions  are 
added,  such  as  a  baby  alligator  sent  from  the  Nile,  some 
German  bullets,  a  Turkish  headgear,  and  the  nose  of  a 
shell.   

French  News. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 


Foe  the  Best  Artificial  Hand. — An  anonvmous  bone- 
factor  hds  banded  60,000f.  (about  2,000^.)  to  'the  French 
National  Surgical  Society,  to  be  offered  as  a  prize  for  the 
best  artificial  hand.  The  competition  is  open  to  citizens 
of  Allied  and  neutral  nations.  AH  details  can  bo  ob- 
tained from  the  Society,  12  rue  de  Seine,  Paris. 

Night  Service  in  Paris. — Owing  to  an  insufficiency 
of  night  service  in  Paris  since  the  commencement 
of  the  war  a  new  arrangement  has  just  been  organised 
for  certain  pharmacies  to  have  an  assistant  on  duty, 
or  on  call,  every  night  in  each  district.  It  is  a  some- 
what similar  system  to  that  obtaining  for  Sunday  ser- 
vice. A  list  of  the  pharmacies  "  on  duty  "  is  posted  up 
in  every  police-station  of  the  city,  while,  in  addition,  the 
policemen  on  duty  carry  a  similar  list  for  the  information 
of  incjuirers. 

Fallen  Ph.\rmaceutical  Soldiers. — M.  Rene  Brouant, 
who  fell  in  Champagne  as  an  infantry  lieutenant,  was  in 
civil  life  a.  Parisian  pharmacist.  So  was  M.  Andre  Leo 
Bonnes,  who  fell  in  the  same  district.  M.  Andre  Guerin, 
169  rue  de  la  Pompe,  Paris,  died  of  a  malady  contracted 
during  his  service  in  a  hospital  train.  Mr.  Francois  Mahe, 
pharmacist  at  Pluvignan  (Morbihan),  gained  the  "War 
Cross  and  the  Military  Medal  (the  French  Victoria  Cross) 
ere  he  fell  in  Champagne.  M.  Robert,  pharmacist  at 
Limoges  and  an  infantry  lieutenant,  has  been  killed  by  a 
shell-splinter. 

Soldiers  from  Pharmacy. —P.  A.  Petithuguenin,  for- 
merly a  pharmacist  at  Paris,  but  now  living  at  Bourges, 
threCv  up  his  army  grade  as  surgeon-major  in  1870  to 
enlist  in  the  "  Mobiles,"  distinguished  himself  at  the 
battle  of  Champigny  (the  great  sortie  from  Paris),  and 
wears  the  Military  Medal.  He  has  three  sons.  The 
eldest  was  standing' on  the  paraj^et  of  his  tiench  in  the 
Argonne,  directing  the  fire  of  his  men,  when  a  German 
bullet  hit  him  in  the  forehead.  The  second  son,  Paul,  is 
an  aviator  who  has  been  mentioned  for  service  rendered 
during  the  advance  in  Champagne.  The  third  son  is 
acting  as  orderly  in  an  ambulance.  Another  pharmacist, 
M.  Thomassin,  has  four  sons,  all  in  the  army.  One,  who 
kept  open  shop  at  Conflans,  has  been  a  prisoner  of  war 
for  the  best  part  of  a  year.  The  Germans  seized  the  phar- 
macy and  put  in  a  Teuton  "  locum."  The  fourth  son  (a 
student  in  pharmacy)  has  just  been  wounded. 

Zanzibar  Chillies.— The  export  of  chillies  has  declined 
from  500.000  lb.  in  1905  to  77,595  lb.,  valued  at  Rs.35.821, 
in  1915,  the  reason  being  that  the  native  classes  which 
formerly  cultivated  chillies  have  turned  their  attention  to 
cloves. 
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Legal  Reports. 


Wo  Property  in  Prescriptions.—  At  lioniton  County 
CWi't  on  October  9,  before  Judge  the  Hon.  W.  B.  Lindley, 
an  action  was  brought  by  Mr.  Henry  Le  Brasseur, 
iWoolmer  Stow  Park,  Newport,  against  Hinton  Lake  & 
Son,  Ltd.,  chemists.  Fore  Street,  Sidmouth,  for  the  return 
•of  a  prescription  by  Dr.  Grant-Wilson.  Sidmouth.  The 
plaintiff,  Viith  his  wife  and  family,  were  staying  at  Sid- 
mouth last  month,  and  Mrs.  Le  Brasseur  consulted  Dr. 
Grant-Wilson  for  her  children,  and  was  given  a  written 
prescription  to  take  to  the  defendants'  shop.  She  was 
giveii  ~a  bottle  of  medicine.  A  few  days  later  plaintiff 
went  to  the  shop  for  another  battle,  and  then  asked  for 
the  prescription  to  be  given  up  to  liim.  He  was  told 
that  by  the  doctor's  orders  they  retained  the  prescription 
"unless  otherwise  instructed.  They  communicated  with 
Dr.  Grant- Wilson,  who,  when  he  received  plaintift"s  cheque, 
sent  a  copy  of  the  prescription  with  the  receipt.  This 
copy,  however,  was  returned  by  the  plaintiff'.  Dr.  Grant- 
Wilson,  in  evidence,  said  his  prescriptions  were  contained 
in  large  bound  books  at  the  chemists',  and  when  a  fresh 
one  was  sent  it  was  copied  in  and  the  original  destroyed. 
He  gave  Mrs.  Le  Brasseur  a  piece  of  paper  with  a  pre- 
.scription  •v\ritten  on  it,  also  some  instructions  in  a  kind 
of  shorthand  known  only  to  himself  and  the  chemists.  His 
instructions  were  that  when  a  patient  wanted  a  prescrip- 
tion to  inform  him,  when  he  would  give  it  written  on 
printed  notepaper.  Ho  did  this  because  prescriptions 
were  hawked  about  among  relatives  and  others,  and  adults' 
medicine  in  this  way  was  administered  to  infants.  Ho 
was  busy  at  the  time  Mrs.  Lc  Brasseur  called,  and  that 
was  the  reason  why  he  gave  her  the  prescription  to  take 
to  Messrs.  Hinton  Lake.  Mr.  M.  J.  McGahev  (solicitor 
for  the  defence)  pointed  out  that  Mrs.  Le  Brasseur  acted 
only  as  a  messenger.  Messrs.  Hinton  Lake  attached  no 
importance  to  the  prescription  in  question,  as  it  was  not 
of  the  slightest  importance  to  them.  Thev  merelv  fought 
the  action  on  a  question  of  principle  in  "order  that  they 
might  keep  faith  with  the  medical  profession  and  Dr. 
Grant- Wilson,  who  instructed  them  to  retain  the  prescrip- 
tion. _  His  Honour  said  the  action  had  been  brought  on  a 
qiiestion  of  principle,  but  the  case  did  not  raise  a  principle 
He  held  that  there  was  no  property  in  the  document  given 
by  Dr.  Grant-'W  ilson,  as  it  was  only  given  i.o  the  plaintiff's 
•wfe  to  take  to  the  chemists  to  save  himself  the  trouble 
Ihe  plaintiff,  therefore,  had  no  claim  on  the  document 
and  the  action  iaU-ed.  with  costs. 

Cocaine  Regulation.- At  Bow  Street  Police  Court, 
London,  before  Sir  John  Dickinson,  on  October  6  Charles 
Bivooks,  chemist  and  druggist,  Nortliumberland  '  Avenue. 
fe.W.,  and  Walter  William  Gates,  chemist  and  druggist  (his 
assistant),  were  charged,  under  the  Defence  of  the  Realm 
Regulations,  with  unlawfully  selling  twelve  tubes  of  cocaine 
to  _  Jolin  Reid  Laird.  The  defendants  pleaded  guilty. 
Laird  was  the  man  who  was  found  unconscious  in  the 
Imperial  Hotel,  having  taken  cocaine  (P.  <{•  D.,  October  7, 
p.  37).  Mr.  Muskett,  who  prosecuted  in  the  present  case, 
stated  that  the  police  found  in  Laird's  bedroom  a  bill  for 
drugs,  dated  the  previous  day,  bearing  the  words.  "  Balance 
of  account  4/."  When  Laird  recoverecl  consciousness  it 
became  clear  that  ho  had  purchased  the  cocaine  at  Brooks's 
shop,  but  the  boxes  containing  it  did  not  bear,  .as  they  ought 
to  have  done,  the  name  and  address  of  the  vendor.  Mr. 
Brooks  was  seen  at  his  shop  by  Inspector  White  and 
Detective-sergeant  Rixon.  He  was  very  frank,  and  at  once 
admitted  his  responsibility  for  this  transaction.  He  said 
he  had  first  sold  cocaine  to  Mr.  Laird  on  a  doctor's  pre- 
scription. He  was  asked  to  produce  his  cocaine 
register,  which  now  has  to  be  kept,  and  he  said 
he  did  not  know  that  it  was  necessary  to  keep  one. 
He  subsequently  made  a  detailed  statement  to  the  police. 
He  bad  tried  to  find  the  presription  which  Mr.  Laird 
took  to  the  shop  four  or  five  years  ago,  but  had  failed. 
He  knew  that  there  were  new  regulations  respecting  the 
sale  of  cocaine,  but  he  kept  no  special  register  and  no 
order-book.  The  defendant  Gates  supplied  the  cocaine, 
but  he  (Brooks)  took  all  responsibility.  Gates  was  equally 
frank  as  to  his  share  in  the  transaction.  He  said  that  Mr. 
Laird  called  on  September  21.  and  he  handed  him  cocaine 
in  three  boxes,  for  which  3/.  lO.s-.  was  paid.  In  reply  to  the 
Detective-sergeant.  Mr.  Brooks  said  he  t«ok  in  "a  tracle 
paper,  but  he  .seldom  opened  it.  That  was  unfortunate, 
because  in  ,  its  issue  of  August  5  the  whole  of  the  new 
regulations  respecting  cocaine  were  published.  Mr.  Curtis 
Bennett,  who  appeared  for  the  defendants,  said  Mr.  Mu.skett 
had  no  right  to  state  what  was  in  the  paper,  Mr.  Muskett 
said  he  wished  to  show  that  the  defendants  had  facilities  for 
making  themselves  acquainted  with  the  new  regulations.  He 


felt  justified  in  saying  that  they  had  both  been  criminally 
negligent  in  not  making  themselves  acquainted  with  the 
elementary  obligations  placed  upon  them  in  the  exercise 
of  their  trade.  Quite  apart  from  this  case  there  were 
obligations  placed  upon  chemists,  under  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
1868,  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  poisons.  The  condi- 
tions were  fuily  described  by  Mr.  Muskett,  ancl  the  Army 
Council's  Order  was  also  referred  to.  It  was  alleged  that 
the  defendants  had  failed  to  comply  with  these  require- 
ments, and  it  was  considered  by  the  authorities  that  they 
had  committed  a  very  grave  ott'ence.  Mr.  Curtis  Bennett 
said  he  wished  to  make  it  clear  that  the  course  the  defen- 
dants had  taken  in  pleading  guilty  was  a  course  they 
had  taken  of  their  own  free  will.  It  was  -an  attitude  they 
had  adopted  from  the  first.  They  had  been  quite  frank 
with  the  police  from  the  moment  their  conduct  was  ques- 
tioned. Mr.  Laird  first  went  to  Mr.  Brooks's  shop  eighteen 
months  ago — not  five  years  ago,  as  had  been  represented. 
He  purchased  a  number  of  articles,  and  eventually  became 
a  regular  customer.  Finally  he  ordered  cocaine  from  an 
assistant  who  is  no  longer  in  this  country.  Mr.  Brooks  was 
still  under  the  impression  that  he  produced  a  doctor's 
])roscription  when  he  asked  for  the  drug.  ITnfortunately 
that  prescrii^tion  could  not  be  found.  Mr.  Brooks  did  noi 
know  that  a  doctor's  prescription  ought  to  be  produced 
every  time  cocaine  was  purchased.  He  was  acting  in 
ignorance  when  he  allowed  his  assistant  to  sell  cocaine  to 
Mr.  Laird.  That  he  did  not  intend  to  keep  the  matter 
secret  was  clear  from  an  entry  in  his  cash-book  recording 
the  payment  of  3^  10s.  by  Mr.  Laird.  He  was  doing  his 
best  to  serve  liis  country.  He  was  a  lieutenant  in  the  City 
of  Westminster  Volunteers.  He  devoted  two  or  three 
days  a  week  to  drilling  and  instructing  engineers  who  were 
carrying  out  certain  work  under  his  instructions,  and  in 
consequence  he  had,  perhaps,  to  some  extent  been  neglect- 
ing his  business.  The  defendant  .Gates  was  engaged  at 
Millbank  Military  Hospital  during  the  day.  His  action 
in  the  matter  was  a.  minor  one,  the  whole  of  the  responsi- 
bility being  taken  by"  his  employer.  Mr.  Laird  was  allowed 
to  have  this  large  quantity  of  cocaine  because  he  said  he 
was  going  abroad,  and  might  not  be  able  to  obtain  any 
there.  Sir  John  Dickinson  said  it  was  impossible  to  believe 
that  Mr.  Brooks  did  not  know  of  the  restrictions  relating 
to  the  sale  of  cocaine.  Why  soldiers  and  sailors  should  be 
]:iarticularly  legislated  for  in  connection  with  cocaine  he 
did  not  know.  It  waii  true  that  the  defendants  had  not 
supplied  the  drug  to  a  member  of  his  Majesty's  Forces,  but 
they  had  supplied  it  to  a  man  who  had  used  it  until  he 
was  no  good  to  himself  or  to  anyone  else.  He  was  doubtful 
whether  he  ought  not  to  send  Mr.  Brooks  to  prison  for  a 
con.sidcrable  period,  but  as  he  was  wearing  an  honourable 
uniform,  and  doing  something  for  his  country,  he  would 
only  be  fined  lOOl.  and  10/.  10s.  costs  for  the  grave  offence 
he  had  committed.  As  to  the  defendant  Gates,  he  appeared 
to  have  been  acting  under  his  employer's  instructions. 
Mr.  Muskett:  He  is  a  qualified  man,  and  ought  to  have 
known  that  he  was  doing  wrong.  Gates  was  ordered  to 
pay  a  fine  of  10/.  lOx.  and  5/.  5s.  costs.— Mr.  Laird  was  then 
charged,  on  remand,  with  being  in  the  unlawful  possession 
of  the  cocaine  in  question,  and  was  bound  over  to  come 
up  for  conviction  if  called  upon  within  two  years.  Sir  John 
hoped  that  his  soiourn  in  a  home  would  have  the  desirec? 
effect. -At  Marlbo'rough  Street  Police 'Court  on  October  7, 
Lily  Rogers  (25)  was  sentenced  to  six  weeks'  imprisonment 
with  hard  labour  for  having  cocaine  in  her  possession 
without  authoritv.  She  had  been  watched  by  the  police 
while  in  a  restaurant  with  a  soldier,  and  two  boxes  con- 
taining cocaine  were  found  in  her  handbag.

The  scrutineers  also  reported  that  343  voting-papers  had 
been  sent  out,  that  240  had  been  returned,  and  that  37  had 
.  been  disqualified. 

The  President  declared  Messrs.  Watson,  Smith,  Barnes, 
Tate,  Blair,  Bowden,  and  Dunlop  duly  elected  on  the 
Council  for  the  ensuing  three  years,  and  gave  a  welcome 
to  Dr.  Barnes. 

Winners  of  Med.\ls. 
The  President,  amid  applause,  presented  to  Mr. 
Herbert  Mackey,  Ph.C,  the  gold  medal  for  having 
■obtained  the  highest  marks  at  the  Pharmaceutical  Licence 
examination.  Mr.  Mackey  returned  thanks,  acknowledging 
also  the  excellent  teaching  he  had  received  in  the  Society's 
•school  The  silver  medal  was  awarded  to  Mr.  Arniar  John 
Donnell,  Ph.C,  but  he  was  not  present. 

The  President's  Addeess. 
The  President,  in  his  preliminary  remarks,  expressed 
satisfaction  with  the  attendance  at  this,  the  first  iannual 
meeting  he  had  been  present  at.  He  al^o  paid  a  compliment 
to  his  predecessor  in  the  chair  (Mr.  D.  M.  Watson).  He 
referred  to  the  effects  of  the  war  upon  the  nations,  par- 
ticularly how  all  had  been  depending  so  much  upon  Ger-^ 
many  for  medicinal  chemicals;  and  after  speaking  about 
the  young  Belfast  man  whom  the  newspapers  have  said  so 
much  about  on  account  of  his  production  of  an  aniline 
dye,  said  : 

This  yoang-  man  had  been  attending'  the  Technical  Schools  in 
connection  with  their  Technical  Institute  in  Belfast,  which  had  at 
present  about  5,000  scholars.  Hitherto  those  with  initiative  had 
"been  rather  discouraged  than  otherwise.  Otlier  countries  had 
subsidised  genius.  It  was  a  large  part  of  a  nation's  wealth.  Wh.v 
should  their  young  men  rest  satisfied  with  their  Pharmaceutical 
qualification?    As  opportunity  offered  let  them  advance  to  higher 


stages,  and  so  fit  themselves  for  positions  which  will  await  them 
when  the  reign  of  peace  shall  once  again  dominate  the  world. 
"  The  heights  that  great  men  reached  and  kept 
Were 'Hot  attained  by  sudden  flight; 
But  the,y,  when  their  companions  slept. 
Were  toiling  upward  in  the  night." 
In  conclusion,    the  President   referred    to  the  valuable 
assistance  rendered  him  by  the  Vice-President  (Mr.  Michie), 
and  by  tlie  other  members  of  Council;  while  his  crowning 
note  referred  to  their  "  sure  corner-stone."  the  Registrar 
(Mr.    Forrall).      Whoever     else    might  fail,    Mr.  Ferralt 
could  confidently  be  relied  upon.    He  was  an  exceedingly 
capable  man,   knew  his  duty,   and  carried  it  out  to  per- 
fection. (Applause.) 

St.wistics. 

The  Registrar,  at  the  request  of  the  President,  reported 
that  for  1916  there  were  on  the  register  1,026  pharmaceutical 
chemists,  compared  with  994  for  1915;  173  pharmaceutical 
assistants,  compared  with  165 ;  97  chemists  and  druggists,  as 
compared^  with  133;  and  618  registered  druggists,  as  com- 
pared with  616.  Of  subscribers  there  were  351  members  for 
1916,  compared  with  320  for  1915,  and  30  associate  druggists.  • 
compared  with  22.  Ho  also  mentioned  those  who  had  died 
during  the  year.  As  to  the  examinations,  91  presented 
themselves  for  the  Preliminary,  of  whom  49  passed,  and  32 
had  been  registered  on  certificates  from  other  bodies,  making 
a  total  of  81  for  1916,  compared  with  79  in  1914;  14  Pre- 
liminary candidates  passed  with  honours,  or  eight  more 
than  last  year — a  record  number.  For  the  Pharmaceutical 
Licence  84  were  examined,  of  whom  42  passed,  compared 
with  33  last  year;  19  passed  with  honours — another  record; 
and,  .as  no  candidate  obtained  honours  at  the  July 
examination,  it  meant  that  a  little  over  half  of  the  suc- 
cessful candidates  at  the  other  three  examinations  passed 
witli  honours.  For  the  Pharmaceutical  Assistant  examina- 
tion 15  candidates  were  examined,  and  8  passed  (7  last 
year).  For  tin  Registered  Druggist  examination  13  candi- 
dates presented  themselves,  of  whom  6  passed.  Last 
year's  figures  were  18  .ind  8.  The  new  regulation  for  the 
Licence  examination  was  referred  to  (C.  &  D..  Septem- 
ber 9,  p,  36).  The  Registrar  also  stated  that  no  alteration 
had  taken  place  in  the  status  of  their  pharmaceutical  licen- 
tiates joining  the  Royal  Army  Medical  Corps  as  com- 
pounders. They  received  sergeant's  rank,  but  the  pay  was 
about  equal  to  that  of  a  lieutenant  m  the  French  Pharmacy 
Corps.  Even  that  was  withhold  in  one  case,  but  reiiresenta- 
tions  by  the  Registrar  had  the  desired  eft'ect.  The  Law 
Committee  continued  to  watch  over  the  interests  of  both 
pharmacists  and  druggists.  Among'  their  activities  was 
opposing  the  bringing  of  carbolic  prep'cirations  under 
Section  2  of  tlie  1908  Act,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  county 
council  licensees  the  riglit  to  sell  them.  This,  in  view  of 
the  large  number  of  ciualified  persons,  was  quite  unnecessary. 
Piofessor  George  Brovvnlee,  15. Sc.,  continues  to  conduct  the 
practical  chemistry  class  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner,  .and 
owing  to  Mr.  Lean's  absence  on  munition-work  ho  has  also 
taken  charge  of  the  theoretical  chemistry  class.  The 
materia  medica  class  is  being  conducted  by  Mr.  W.  Hopkins 
Ashmore,  -  M.P.S.I.,  during  the  absence  of  Dr.  Mather 
Thompson  on  military-hospital  duty.  The  botany  class  is 
now  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  Patrick  (3' Connor. 
A.R.C'.S.I.  For  1916  the  students  number:  Practical 
chemistry,  27;  theoretical  chemistry,  35;  botany  and  materia 
medica,  54 — together  116,  or  15  more  than  in  1915 
and  42  more  than  in  1914. 

The  President  bore  testimony  to  the  care  which  the 
Registrar  had  exercised  in  the  preparation  of  the  statement. 

The  Accounts. 

Mr.  Michie  (Vice-President),  in  the  absence  of  Mr. 
Beggs  (Hon.  Treasurer),  submitted  the  accounts  and  pro- 
posed their  adoption,  which  Dr.  Walsh  seconded,  saying 
the  accounts  were  very  satisfactory. 

Mr.  Henry  Conyngham  also  thought  so,  and  spoke  of  the 
way  in  which  the  Council  try  to  get  convictions  of  in- 
fringers of  the  Acts,  and  the  opposition  to  them.  He 
thought  the  Council  had  done  their  level  best,  but  they  had 
no  su]>port  from  the  members  in  the  country  or  from  the 
Government. 

Dr.  Walsh,  as  a  member  of  the  Law  Committee,  said 
that  on  no  occasion  had  they  forgone  a  prosecution  where 
a  case  was  brought  before  them  and  where  they  had  been 
able  to  get  sufficient  evidence  to  prosecute. 

Mr.  O'Donnell  said  people  all  over  Ireland  are  at  pre- 
sent selling  poisons  and  other  drugs  who  are  not  qualified 
to  do  so. 

Mr.  A  Owen  Wells  said  if  Mr.  O'Donnell  sent  a  report 
of  any  case  the  Law  Committee  and  the  Council  would  be 
only  too  glad  to  go  into  it. 

The  President  closed  the  discussion  by  saying  that  if 
there  was  more  loyalty  between  the  two  grades  in  Ireland 
there  would  be  very  little  necessity  for  prosecutions.  His 
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<»xperience  dated  back  a  number  of  years.  During  the  timo 
that  the  apothecaries  held  a  similar  jwsition  to  that  now 
held  by  the  pharmaceutical  chemists,  the  then  chemists  and 
druggists  never  attempted  to  encroach  upon  the  rights  of 
the  liigher  order.  They  were  perfectly  loyal  to  one  another. 
That  a  different  state  of  things  now  exists  is  not  the  fault 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  Society  has  at  heart 
the  good  of  its  licentiates  and  the  good  of  its  members 
and  the  best  interests  of  the  community,  and  when  they  got 
sufficient  evidence  they  had  no  hesitation  in  taking  a  man 
to  court.  Too  much  could  not  be  expected  of  a  Society  like 
that,  which  was  handicapped  to  a  considerable  extent  by 
non-membership.  All  over  the  country  there  were  licentiates 
who  should  be  members  of  the  Society  if  they  took  an 
interest  in  it.  The  fact  that  so  many  voting-papers  had 
not  been  returned  also  was  an  index  of  the  way  in  which 
licentiates  looked  after  their  own  interests  and  the  interests 
of  the  Society.  The  Society  could  not  do  more  than  it  was 
doing  to  bring  to  justice  thase  who  were  evading  the  law 
in  the  matter  of  compounding;  and  if  it  went  forth  from 
that  meeting  that  illegal  i^ractices  would  be  dealt  with 
severely  it  might  help  to  bring  about  a  better  condition  of 
things.  ■  He  hoped  it  would. 

The  motion  for  the  adoption  of  the  accounts  was  carried 
unanimously. 

Votes  of  T}i.\nks 
were  then  i:)assed  to  the  scrutineers,  tlie  President,  and  the 
Registrar,  whom  Dr.    Ashe  referred    to  as_  "  the  power 
behind  the  throne,"  and  these  votes  were  acknowledged.

Westminster  Wisdom. 

By  the  "  C.  &  D."  Parliamentary  Representative. 


Parliament 
resumed  its  work  on  Tuesday,  October  10. 

War-hospital  Nurses. 
The  first  meeting  of  Mr.  W.  C.  Bridgeman's  Committee 
to  consider  the  existing  system  of  obtaining  nurses  for  the 
hospitals  for  sick  and  wounded  soldiers  at  home  and 
abroad  was  held  at  the  Privy  Council  Office  on  Monday, 
October  9.  Our  Parliamentary  correspondent  learns  that 
a  good  deal  of  preliminary  work  was  got  through,  and  at 
a  later  stage  the  Committee  will  hear  evidence  from 
various  witnesses. 

Cooaine  and  Unregistered  Dentists. 
In  the  House  of  Commons,  on  October  11,  Mr.  Hogge 
asked  the  Home  Secretary  whether  he  is  in  a  position  to 
state  whether  he  intends  to  carry  out  his  proposed  restric- 
tion on  the  use  of  cocaine  by  unregistered  dentists.< — 
Mr.  .Samuel  replied  that  the  exemption  which  allows  un- 
rcg'stercd  iVntal  practitioners  to  purchase  solutions  oon- 
taiiling  0.1  per  cent,  or  more  of  cocaine  has  been  extended' 
to  October  31.  He  is  satisfied  that  there  is  no  need  to 
extend  the  exemption  beyond  that  date,  as  other  efficient 
local  anaesthetics  will  be  available  in  sufficient  quantities 
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Mr.  Raffan  asked  whether  any  prosecutions  had  taken 
place  in  violation  of  the  new  order. — Mr.  Samuel :  I  must 
have-  notice  of  that. 

Mr.  Hogge  asked  whether  the  Home  Secretary  would 
now  apply  the  restrictions  also  to  registered  dentists  so 
that  the  whole  supply  of  cocaine  may  be  properly  con- 
trolled ? — Mr.  Samuel :  It  is  in  no  way  necessary  to 
apply  the  restrictions  to  registered  dentists  because  all 
these  dentists  are  known  by  the  fact  of  their  registration. 
Anyone  may  call  himself  an  imregistered,  dentist  and 
•obtain  a  supply  of  cocaine,  but  for  the  restrictions. 

Mr.  Hogge :  Is  the  right  hon.  gentleman  aware  that 
a  large  number  of  registered  dentists  are  not  ciualified — 
1,600  at  least — as  they  got  on  when  the  legislative  pro- 
visions were  made  in  regard  to  registration  ? — Mr.  Samuel : 
They  have   a  recognised  status 

Mr.  Raffan  put  another  question  which  was  not  heard 
in  the  reporters'  gallery,  but  the  Speaker  said:  "The 
hon.  member  is  arguing  the  matter  rather  than  asking  a 
question." 

Impoets  of  Salicylates. 
In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Tuesday  Mr.  Higham  asked 
the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  to  state  the  weight 
and  value  of  salicylates  imported  into  the  United  King- 
dom in  each  of  the  years  1911,  1912,  1913,  1914,  and  1915, 
and,  out  of  the  total,  the  weight  and  value  from  Germany 
in  each  year ;  and,  if  possible,  the  details,  separately,  for 
each  salicylate — viz.  salicylic  acid,  sodium  salicylate,  and 
acetyl  salicylate.  To  this  Mr.  Runciman  replied  as 
follows :  ■ 

Salicylates  are  not  separately  recorded  in  the  import  statistics, 
but  are  entered  under  the  head  of  "  Chemicals  and  Drugs  Un- 
enumeratcd."  The  actual  declarations  of  importers  in  1913  have 
been  carefully  examined,  and  indicate  the  following'  Tmports  in 
that  year  :

Salicylic   acid    10,703  10,375 

Sodium  salicrlate   16,147  15,264 

Acetyl  salicylate    5,518  3,376 

Aspirin    20,096  19,974 

Quantities  cannot  be  given  except  in  the  case  of  sodium 
salicylate,  of  which  2,385  cwt.  was  declared,  including  2,305  cwt. 
from  Germany.  No  corresponding  analysis  of  imports  has  been 
carried  out  for  the  other  years  specified,  nor  would  the  great 
labour  involved  in  such  an  analysis  be,  in  my  opinion,  justified. 

[It  will  be  noted  that  acetylsalicylic  acid  and  aspirin 
are  put  separately.  The  exports  of  salicylates  were  not 
declared  in  Germany.  See  C.  d-  D.,  1914,  I.,  396. — Editor 
C.  cfc  2).]

The  Death  of  Bfr,  C.  B.  Allen 

removes  all  too  soon  from 
our  midst  one  who  during  many  years  did  strenuous, 
useful,  unostentatious  work  for  pharmacy.  I  referred 
to  Mr.  Allen's  public  work  at  the  time  of  his  retirement 
from  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  eighteen 
months  ago,  and  to  the  general  regret  that  he  had  decided 
to  take  off  some  part  of  his  harness.  Mr.  Allen,  at  that 
time,  looked  hale  and  hearty,  and  being  comparatively 
speaking  a  young  man,  no  one  contemplated  that  he 
would  so  soon  go  over  to  the  great  majority.  On  the 
last  occasion  on  which  I  spoke  with  him  he  looked  good 
for  another  twenty  years  at  least,  and  one  might  have 
expected  for  him  a  long  and  serene  sojourn  in  the  even- 
ing of  his  life.  He  will  be  much  missed  for  his  cautious 
and  reliable  judgment,  that  was  rarely  at  fault,  not- only 
by  his  immediate  circle,  but  by  many  business  clients 
whose  confidence  he  had  earned  by  so  many  years  of 
sympathetic  friendship. 

The  Vexed  Question  of  Stock  Mixtures 

tendij  to  become 
more  complicated  as  time  goes  on  and  the  formulas  are 
changed  to  suit  varying  conditions  and  new  ideas.  The 
^Middlesex  Committee  has  at  different  times  issued  three 
different  formulce  for  mist,  tussis.  A  doctor  in  my 
neighbourhood  recently  prescribed  one  of  these,  and  the 
chemist,  misled  by  the  fact  that  "  Mx."  had  been 
added  to  the  item  instead  of  "  C.L.,"  supplied  one  that 
was  not  intended.  The  same  trouble  might  occur  with 
mist,  quininfe,  for  which  two  formulae  have  been  given, 
and  probably  for  other  mixtures  besides  these.  Where 
changes  are  frequent  mistakes  are  sure  to  occur.  Again, 
pharmacists  on  the  outskirts  of  an  area  may  be  com- 
pelled to  keep  the  stock  mixtures  of  more  than  one,  and 
these  are  not  always  alike,  even  when  the  mixtures  are 
nominally  the  same.  The  proportion  of  oil  of  pepper- 
mint, for  instance,  is  not  the  same  in  the  London  as 
in  the  Middlesex  formula.  Once  more,  different  mixtures 
with  the  same  intention  and  with  names  of  similar  import 
occur  in  different  areas  :  compare,  for  example,  Mist. 
Ferri  Aperiens,  Mx.,  with  Mist.  Ferri  et  Magn.  Sulph.,^ 
Lond.  Of  course,  mistakes  ought  not  to  occur  in  such 
cases,  but  it  is  virtually  certain  that  they  will,  and  the 
danger  might  so  easily  have  been  avoided. 

Scottish  Insurance  Commissioners 

have  thought  discretion  to 
be  the  better  part  of  valour,  for  rather  than  engage  in 
another  dispute  with  Scottish  chemists,  they  have  inti- 
mated that  they  are  prepared  to  approve  of  the  present 
provisional  arrangements  being  continued  during  1917. 
Apparently  the  Commissioners  and  Mr.  Roberts,  M.P., 
are  satisfied,  after  minute  investigation,  that  the  Scotch- 
men were  right  in  the  position  they  took  up  in  favour 
of  the  arrangement  whereby  every  prescription  bears 
a  definite  profit  as  well  as  a  dispensing-fee;  and,  if  so, 
it  follows  that  the  system  proposed  by  the  Commis- 
sioneis,  backed  by  our  official  leaders,  and  grudgingly 
accepted  by  England  and  Wales,  is  wrong.  I  do  not 
mean  by  this  that  the  Scotsmen  are  adequately  remu- 
nerated for  their  work;  they  are  not:  indeed,  the  pay- 
ment for  services  rendered  is  disgracefully  inadequate,  and 
means  reduced  incomes  to  all  chemists  as  compared  with 
pre-Insurance  days.  The  report  summarised  by  you 
shows  only  too  clearly  that  if  things  are  bad  in  Scot- 
land they  are  infinitely  worse  in  England  and  Wales ; 
for  if  the  figures  given  are  representative,  it  appears  that 
for  every  100/.  paid  to  Scotchmen  for  Insurance  dis- 
pensing we  poor  pharmacists  South  of  the  Tweed  only 
receive  77/.  for  the  same  amount  of  material  and  work. 
We  are  now  near  the  end  of  the  year,  and  if  we  leave 
things  in  the  hands  of  the  officials  for  normal  misman- 
agement till  the  last  minute  of  the  eleventh  hour  wa 
deserve  all  we  are  S'4^S  to  get.

"  Signs  are  not  wanting  that  a  serious  situation  is  about 
to  arise  between  the  Insurance  Commissioners  and  the 
panel  doctors."  So  writes  the  Medical  Correspondent  of 
"  The  Times  "  with  reference  to  the  changes  in  the 
medical  regulations  referred  to  in  the  C,  <£•  D.,  Septem- 
ber 23,  p.  42.  The  British  Medical  Association  has  taken 
action  in  the  matter,  the  chief  objection  being  to  certain 
work  for  a  class  of  Insurance  patients  being  given  to  panel 
doctors  without  further  payment.  We  need  not  enlarge 
upon  the  matter,  but  may  mention  that  the  doctors 
are  in  a  fighting  mood,  and  the  Association  has  called 
a  conference  of  Medical  and  Panel  Committees  for  Thurs- 
day, October  19.  In  the  meantime  the  Insurance  Com- 
missioners have  issued  a  raemoTandum  exi^lanatory  of  the 
system  of  remurieffating  medical  practitioners,  w-hich 
extends  to  nineteen  octavo  pages  and  includes  sixty-nine 
paragraphs.  Insurance  chemists  are  not  directly  in- 
terested in  the  matter,  but  they  are  bound  to  keep  their 
eyes  open  in  respect  to  anything  that  affects  Medical 
Benefit  money,  and  at  the  present  time,  when  those  in 
England  and  Wales  are  in  so  unsatisfactory  a  position 
respecting  the  arrangements  for  1917,  they  cannot  forget 
that  they  are  now  suffering  severely  from  the  medical 
action  that  created  the  Departmental  Committee  which 
imposed  a  new  system  of  charging  upon  chemists.  This 
showed  the  cleverness  of  the  doctors,  who  were  really 
the  cause  of  the  trouble  by  their  extravagant  methods  of 
prescribing,  yet  they  succeeded  in  confining  the  Com- 
mittee to  an  investigation  of  dispensing,  although  a 
rational  inquiry  should  have  commenced  with  prescribing, 
then  determining  how  far  that  was  the  cause  of  dis- 
counting the  chemists'  accounts,  and  after  that  ascertain- 
ing, if  necessa'ry,  how  dispensing-charges  affected  the 
matter.  The  principal  result  of  the  Departmental  Com- 
mittee's inquiry  was  to  rob  dispensing  chemists  of  profit 
on  drugs  by  allowing  only  wholesale  prices  for  these,  and 
deluding  many  chemists  into  the  belief  that  the  esta- 
blishment-charge of  0,8(1,  on  each  prescription  took  the 
place  of  the  profit  that  was  wiped  off,  the  dispensing- 
fees  being  in  the  nature  of  professional  remuneration. 
These  are  fallacies,  and  the  three  pharmacists  on  the 
Committee — Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour,  Dr.  J.  F.  Tocher,  and 
Mr.  W.  J.  Uglow  Woolcock — dissented.  Dr.  Tocher  more 
fully  and  specifically  than  the  others.  He  showed  that 
the  establishment-charge  basis  could  not  be  remunerative 
to  the  majority  of  Insurajice  dispensers,  but,  on  the  con- 
trary, was  a  distinct  loss  all  the  time.  This  was  one  of 
the  reasons  why  dispensing  chemists  in  Scotland  rejected 
the  Tariff    formed    on    the   Departmental  Connnittee's 
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Report.-  Again,  they  have  satisfied  the  Scottish  Insurance 
Commissioners  and  Mr.  Charles  Roberts  that  it  would  be 
wrong  for  them  to  change  now,  and  the  authorities  have 
agreed  to  them  continuing  on  the  old  conditions.  There  is 
no  question  of  the  fact  that  the  profit  on  drugs  with  diffe 
rential  prices  according  to  quantities,  and  a  dispensing-fee 
which  still  hold  in  Scotland,  are  a  fairer  basis  for 
remuneration  to  chemists  than  the  system  which  has  been 
in  force  in  England  and  Wales  during  this  year. 

Since  the  foregoing  was  written  we  have  received  from 
the    Insurance    Commissioners,    Buckingham   Gate,  th 
following  letters,  the  first  of  which  was,  on  October  10 
sent  to  Clerks  to  Insurance  Committees  : 

Sia, — 7  am  directed  hi/  the  National  Health  Insurance  Com 
mission  (England)  to  udoert  to  Memorandum  227  I.C.,  and  tt 
enclose  herewith  /or  the  information  of  the  Committee  a  coyi)  of  a 
letter  which  has  been  addressed  on  the  direction  of  the  Chairman 
of  the  National  Health  Insurance  Joint  Committee  to  the  Phar- 
maceutical Societij  of  Great  Britain,  relating  to  the  Drug  Tariff 
now  in  operation  in  England  and  ^¥ales^i 

In  accordance  with  the  decision  contained  in  the  letter,  an 
additional  loar  allowance  of  .id.  per  prescription  will  he  alloued 
jor  1916  and  1917,  subject  vpon  a  satisfactory  and  adequate  phar 
maceutical  service  being  secured  for  the  ensuing  year. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  communicate  the  decision  to  the  persons 
firms  and  bodies  corporate,  mider  contract  with  the  Committee 
for  the  supply  of  drugs,  etc.  To  assist  the  Committee  in  so 
doing.  Form  IMc./I.C.  hats  been  revised  to  include  a  copy  of  the 
letter  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  A  supply  of  the  revised 
Form  will  be  foricarded  in  the  course  of  a  few  days;  and  a  copy 
should  b«  sent  by  the  Committee  au  soon  as  possible  after  their 
receipt  th  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee,  and  to  each  person, 
firm  or  body  corporate  under  agreement  with  the  Committee  for 
the  supply  of  drugs. 

Copies  of  this  letter  and  enclosure  are  being  sent  to  the  various 
pricing  establishments,  together  with  information  as  to  the  steps 
to  be  taken  by  them  in  connection  therewith,  subject  to  the  fulfil- 
ment of  the  conditions  attached  to  the  decision  contained  in  the 
letter  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  A  further  communication 
on  this  point  will  be  addressed  to  the  Committee  in  due  course.

SiE, — I  am  desired  by  Mr.  Roberts  to  advert  to  the  questions 
whieli  have  already  been  the  subject  of  conference  and  corre- 
spondence Avi+h  tlie  Pharmaceutical  Society  relating-  to  the  Drug 
Tariff  now  in  operation  in  England  and  Wales. 

With  reg^ird  to  the  representations  made  by  the  Society  in 
pursuance  of  the  terms  of  Mr.  Roberts'  undertaking  of  October  20 
last,  Mr.  Roberts  takes  the  view,  as  previously  intimated,  that  the 
Societj'  has  failed  to  make  out  a  case  for  any  increase  in  normal 
circumstances  of  the  rates  of  remuneration  aliowed  by  the  present 
Drug  Tariff.  The  fairness  and  adequacy  of  the  "remuneration 
aiJorded  by  the  Tariff  under  the  normal  conditions  with  a  view 
to  which  it  was  framed  by  the  Departmental  Committee  accord- 
ingly remain,  in  Mr.  Roberts'  opinion,  unshaken. 

Mr.  Roberts  has  recognised,  however,  that  the  exceptional  cir- 
cumstances of  the  present  war  have  had  a  temporary  effect  upon 
the  adequacy  of  the  Tariff  rates  of  remuneration;  and  he  has 
willingly,  therefore,  given  full  consideration  to  the  further  repre- 
sentations made  by  the  deputation  from  the  Society  on  the 
occasion  of  their  recent  interview  at  tHs  office  on  August  30  last 
in  favour  of  some  additional  allowance  being  made  in  i-espect  of 
war  -Conditions  by  way  of  supplementing,  during  the  years  1916 
and  1917,  the  remuneration  accruing  to  panel  chemists  under  the 
Tariff  at  present  in  force  in  England  and  Wales. 

Mr.  Roberts  understands  that  the  figures  obtained  and  furnished 
to  Inm  by  the  Society  demonstrate,  in  the  Society's  opinion,  that 
the  increase  in  business  expenses  due  to  the  abnormal  circumstances 
of  war  would  justify  an  additional  allowance  of  .3(/,  per  prescripl 
tion  during  both  1916  and  1917.  After  examination  of  those 
tgures.  and  accepting  them  for  the  present  purpose  without  close 
criticism  Mr.  Roberts  is  disposed  to  agree  that  as  regards  the 
year  1917  panel  chemists  might  not  unreasonably  ask  for  an 
-additional  allowance  of  .3d.  per  prescription  dispensed  durin"-  fh.nt 
year  ,n  consideration  of  their  undertaking  a  continuance  of  the 
supply  of  drugs  and  appliances  at  increased  expense  to  the 
inaiyidual  contractor. 

With  regard  to  the  current  year,  however,  for  the  period  of 
which  chemists  are  already  under  agreement  to  provide  the

Mr.  Roberts  desires  it  to  be  understood,  however,  that  this 
concession  for  1916,  together  with  the  additional  war  allowance  per 
prescription  which  he  is  prepared  to  sanction  for  1917,  is  con- 
ditional upon  a  satisfactory  and  adequate  pharmaceutical  servico 
being  secured  for  the  ensuing  year.  Mr.  Roberts  understands  that 
tho  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  prepared  to  recommend  panel 
chemists  throughout  the  country  to  accept  the  terms  and  con- 
cessions conveyed  in  this  letter,  and  to  co-onerate  with  the  Com- 
missioners in  all  things  necessary  to  secure  that  the  pharma- 
ceutical service  for  insured  persons  will  be  continued  during  1917 
on  adequate  and  satisfactory  lines. 

The  Commissioners  are  taking  steps  to  advise  Insurance  Com- 
mittees in  England  and  Wales  of  Mr.  Roberts'  decision  in  order 
that  those  Committees  may  communicate  its  terms  to  individual 
panel  chemists  with  a  view  to  arrangements  being  made  for  the 
continuance  of  the  pharmaceutical  service  for  1917  The  necessary 
instructions  as  to  payment  of  the  retrospective  war  allowance  for 
1916  will  be  given  by  the  Commissioners  in  due  course  on  being 
satisfied  as  to  the  fulfilment  of  the  conditions-  of  Mr  Roberts"

September  Trade. 

The  Board  of  Trade  Returns  for  September  show  that 
satisfactoi-y  trading  continues.  The  imports,  compared 
with  September  1915,  are  7,202,131?.  more,  at  77,488,358('., 
while  the  exports  are  11,169,245/.  more,  at  43,477,677('.  ; 
there  was  a  small  decrea.se  of  443,756Z.  in  our  re- 
exports of  foreign  and  Colonial  merchandise.  For  the 
first  nine  months  of  1914  (which  period  only  included 
two  months  of  the  war)  the  value  of  our  total  exports 
•was  427,544,500?.,  or  about  28^  millions  less  than  for 
the  current  year  to  date.  Imports,  at  704 
millions  sterling,  increased  during  the  past  nine 
months  by  nearly  60-^  millions,  though  in  this  oon- 
iiection'higher  prices,  freights,  and  insurance  have  to  be 
reckoned  with.  Taking  the  figures  as  a  whole, -it  would 
appear  that  the  longer  ths  war  continues  the  more  the 
commercial  position  improves. 

British  Trade  with  Russia. 

The  opportunities  for  British  trade  in  Russia  are  the 
subject  of  a  brochure  by  Louis  A.  Rojansky,  who  in- 
dicat-es  the  leading  channels  to  which  the  British  trader 
should  turn  his  keenest  attention  if  he  wishes  to  capture 
the  60,000,000?.  worth  of  business  with  Russia,  which 
hitherto  has  been  Goimany's.  There  are  170,000,000 
inhabitants  in  Russia,  of  whom  probably  less  than  half 
are  consumers  of  foreign  manufactures,  but  there  are  now 
unmistakable  signs  that  the  peasant  population  is  awak- 
ening to  the  claims  of  industrial  products  and  the 
possibilities  of  trade  are  enormous.  Mr.  Rojansky 
describes  how  Grermany  dominated  the  trade  of  Russia  by 
her  "  pushful  "  business  methods,  but  now  the  situation  is 
altogether  changed.  Foi'msrly  Germans  were  tolerated 
in  Russia,  but  they  were  looked  upon  with  suspicion, 
and  obtained  what  they  wanted  only  by  sheer  persistence 
and  obstinacy.  Their  commercial  tiuvellers  speaking  the 
language  were  conspicuous  everywhere,  and  aided  by  their 
banks  and  their  lengthy  system  of  credits  (often  six  or 
moi'e  months),  the  capture  of  Russian  trade  was  com- 
paratively easy.  The  question  now  arises,  Can  the  British 
manufacturer  step  into  the  breach  made  by  ths  war  ? 
If  so,  he  will  have  to  adopt  German  methods  to  a  great 
e.xtent. 

Japan's  Morphine=trade. 

We  notice  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Chinese  Customs  for  1915  that  a  lengthy  statement  is 
made  regarding  the  morphine-traffic  in  China  and 
Japan's  participation  therein,  but  much  of  the  informa- 
tion given  appeared  in  our  issue  of  October  20,  1915 
(p.  50).  We  then  fully  described  the  modus  operandi  by 
which  the  moi-phine  is  first  sent  by  registered  post  from 
Great  Britain  to  Japan  via.  ^Siberia,  and  how  it  eventually 
finds  its  way  to  Korea,  Manchuria,  and  other  places,  where 
the  morphine-habit  has  spread  rapidly.  In  Harbin  the 
Russian,  authorities  are  taking  rigorous  steps  to  prevent 
the  sale  of  the  drug  by  imprisonment,  but  in  the  Japanese 
railway  settlement  of  Changchun  the  traffic  goes  on  quite 
openly,  wlrile  the  populous  provinces  of  Fukien  and  Shan- 
tung are  also  well  supplied.  Judging  from  the  latest 
Teturns  of  imports  into  Japan,  the  trade  continues  to  make 
steady  progress,  as  during  the  seven  months  ended  July  31, 
1916, 'no  less  than  287,860  oz.,  valued  at  1,964,416  yen, 
was  imported  into  that  country,  against  157,643  oz.  and 
67,415  oz.  for  the  respective  periods  of  1915  and  1914. 
These  are  .official  figures,  but  they  do  not,  of  course, 
include  the  output  of  the  Japanese  Government  morphine- 
factory  in  Formosa.  We  notice  that  according  to  the 
Chine.se  Customs  .statistics  the  imports  into  that  country 
in  1915  were  declared  at  97,867  oz.,  against  26,092  oz.  in 
1914;  but  this  is  a  mere  fraction  of  the  trade,  as  the 
bulk  of  Japanese  imports  are  re-shipped  to  China.  There 
is  no  difficulty  in  Japan  obtaining  her  supplies  of  raw 
Persian  opium  from  London  when  necessary,  as  no 
obstacles  are  placed  in  the  way  of  eminent  Japanese  firms 
by  the  powers  that  be. 


New  Books. 


Gray,  H.  B.,  and  Turner,  S.  Eclipse  or  Empire?

The  "  British  Medic-vl  Jouen.\l,"  1916,  II.,  459,  contained 
a  description  of  a  new  method  of  delineation  of  internal 
organs  by  means  of  a  combination  of  x  rays  and  electrical 
.action,  devised  by  Sergeant  James  Shearer,  a  Scotsman, 
who  received  his  later  education  in  America,  where  he 
graduated  M.D.,  Ch.M.  at  the  University  of  Washington, 
D.C,  in  1907.  He  has  special  electrical  knowledge,  but  all 
that  the  Army  authorities  oould  do  for  him  when  he 
offered  his  services  to  the  R.A.M.C.  was  to  make  him  a 
sergeant.  The  article  in  the  "  B.M.J."  is  illustrated 
with  a  brain  picture  of  a  case  of  gunshot-wound,  a  picture 
of  a  kidney  (also  wounded),  a  picture  of  the  caecum  and 
appendix,  an  injured  intestine,  and  a  picture  of  a  wounded 
liver.  These  pictures  are  not  exactly  the  same  as  radio- 
graphs, for  the  apparatus  employed  is  so  arranged  that  a. 
revolving  piece  of  paraffin  paper  is  perforated  by  needles 
that  are  electrically  actuated  according  to,  e.g.,  the  bullet 
in  the  brain,  and  from  the  paraffin-paper  a  print  is  made 
that  shows  the  part  of  tlie  body  fainter  than  a  radio- 
graph, and  an  outline  of  the  bullet. 

Luargol  in  the  Treatment  of  Syphili?. 

Dr.  N.  S.  Bonard,  London  Lock  Hospital,  reports  in 
"The  Lancet"  (1916,  II.,  p.  554)  on  the  use  of  luargol  or" 
"  102  "  introduced  by  Dr.  Danj-sz,  of  the  Pasteur  Institute, 
Paris.  The  new  .compound  is^  a  substitute  for  silvarsan, 
silver  salts  and  antimony  being  added  to  arsenobenzol. 
Dr.  Bonard  outlines  the  st^ps  which  led  to  the  preparation 
of  luargol.  and  states  that  the  very  email  doses  need  to  bo 
injected  for  obtaining  a  therapeutic  effect.  With  doses  of 
0.10  or  even  0.05  gram,  the  therapeutic  effect  is  already 
evident,  while  the  toxicity  is  about  0.20  gram  per  kilogranr 
in  rabbits.  The  injections  are  given  intravenously  in  the 
same  manner  as  salvarsan  or  neosalvarsan.  They  are 
repeated  every  second  or  third  day,  the  first  dose  to  be 
injected  being  0.10  or  0.15  gram:  The  following  doses  are 
increased  up  to  0.30  or  0.35  gram.  The  total  dose  of  1.0 
to  1.20  or  perhaps  1.50  gram  ought  to  be  injected  in  six  or 
seven  injections.  The  immediate  therapeutic  effects  of 
luargol  are  about  the  same  as  those  obtained  with  arseno- 
benzol with  doses  three  times  as  strong.  Particulars  ar© 
given  as  to  the  preparation  of  the  injection.— Major  J. 
Ernest  Lane,  R.A.M.C,  senior  surgeon  of  the  London 
Lock  Hospital,  writing  in  the  following  number  of  The 
Lancet"  (1916,'  II..  623),  states  that  he  has  given  _  a,  fair 
trial  to  luargol  and  finds  that  in  50  per  cent,  of  his  cases 
thrombosis  of  the  iniected  vein  ensued.  He  reports  very 
satisfactorily  on  galyl,  which  he  has  used  for  eighteea._ 
months. 
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Insurance  Act  Dispensing. 

A  Record  of  matters  concerning:  Chemists'  interests  in  the  National 
Health  Insurance  Acts, 


Complaints  against  Medical  Men. 

A  Committee  of  Inquiry  under  Article  27  of  the  National 
Health  Insurance  (Medical  Benefit)  Eegulations  (England), 
1913,  was  held  at  the  office  of  the  Insurance  Commissioners, 
Buckingham  Gate,  London,  S.W.,  on  October  9,  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  the  continuance  of  Dr. 
Edmund  Heskin  upon  the  panel  of  medical  practitioners 
is  prejudicial  to  the  efficiency  of  the  medical  service  of  the 
insured  persons.  Mr.  J.  Fischer  Williams,  barrister,  was 
the  Chairman,  the  other  members  of  the  Committee  of 
Inquiry  being  Dr.  Arnold  Lyndon  and  Dr.  E.  Ctillingwood 
Andrews. 

The  case  was  taken  by  the  Commissioners  under 
Article  67  of  the  Medical  Benefit  Regulations,  1913,  which 
gives  them  power  to  take  pi-oceedings  even  when  no  com- 
plaint has  been  made  by  interested  persons.  Mr.  M.  L. 
Gwyer,  who  conducted  the  case  for  the  Commissioners, 
stated  that  all  the  steps  prescribed  by  the  regulations  had 
been  taken.  Notice  had  been  served  on  Dr.  Heskin  in 
Leeds  prison,  where  he  is  serving  a  term  of  imprisonment 
for  the  manslaughter  of  a  patient. 

Mr.  Atkinson,  Clerk  of  the  Leeds  Insurance  Committee, 
gave,  evidence-  that  Dr.  Heskin  is  on  the  Leeds  panel,  and 
witness  stated  that  he  was  in  court  last  July,  when  the 
doctor  was  convicted  and  .sentenced  for  manslaughter. 

The  question  then  arose  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  the  evi- 
dence connecting  accused  with  the  certificate  of  conviction, 
and  it  was  suggested  that  the  case  should  be  adjourned  for 
the  production  of  further  evidence. 

Mr.  Herbert,  who  represented  accused,  said  that  notice 
of  withdrawal  fi'om  the  panel  had  been  served  on  the 
Insurance  Committee,  who  had,  however  withheld  consent 
for  two  months  to  enable  these  proceedings  to  be  taken.  It 
was,  he  added,  a  sad  case,  deserving  consideration  from 
personal  and  domestic  reasons. 

The  Chairman,  in  adjourning  the  case  for  a  fortnight, 
said  if  the  accused  were  allowed  to  retire  from  the  panel 
then  the  ciuestion  which  the  Committee  has  been  called 
to  consider  would  still  be  undecided. 


The  next  case  before  the  Committee  was  a.  representation 
by  the  Middlesex  Insurance  Committee  that  the  continuance 
of  Dr.  Bernard  Price  O'Neill,  Chiswick,  upon  the  panel 
of  medical  practitioners  is  ]irejudicial  to  the  efficiency  of 
the  medical  service  of  insured  persons. 

Mr.  E.  R.  Abbott,  Clerk  of  the  Middlesex  Insurance  Com- 
mittee, was  the  complainant.  The  statement  which  Mr. 
Abbott  put  in  began  with  the  allegation  that  Dr.  O'Neill 
lacked  the  necessary  knowledge  to  enable  him  to  prescribe. 

The  Chairman,  interposing,  said  ho  did  not  think  it  was 
within  the  powers  of  the  Committee  to  assert  that  a  quali- 
fied medical  man  lacks  knowledge. 

Mr.  Abbott  submitted  that  ho  was  justified  in  making 
that  comjilaint  from  admissions  made  by  the  respondent 
that  he  had  not  been  in  practice  for  some  time  before  join- 
ing the  panel,  and  had  had  to  take  means  to  obtain  the 
knowledge  required.  Continuing,  Mr.  Abbott  said  that  re- 
spondent had  sent  prescriptions  to  Evans  &  Co.  in  addressed 
envelopes,  and  had  prescribed  carelessly  and  extravagantly. 
The  doctor  had  already  been  surcharged  323/.  As  evidence 
of  extravagant  and  careless  prescribing  several  cases  were 
quoted  from  8,000  prescriptions  which  had  been  analysed. 
For  one  patient,  named  Rye,  three  prescriptions  were 
written  in  one  day — viz.  :  (1)  malt  and  oil  1  lb.,  (2)  malt 
and  oil  1  lb.,  (3)  lozenges.  Another  patient,  named  Button, 
had  had  prescribed  for  him,  between  January  13  and  the 
end  of  October  1914,  6  pints  of  liniment.  Si  pints  of 
liquid  paraffin,  33  mixtures,  9  doz.  pills,  51  lb.  malt  and 
oil.  and  2  lb.  lozenges. 

The  Chairman  asked  if  the  man  survived  the  taking  of 
this  medicine,  but  Mr.  Abbott  wais  unable  to  say. 

Mr.  Abbott  continued  to  give  other  cases  of  large 
amounts  of  malt  and  oil,  one  case  (Compton)  being  60  lb.  in 
seventy-six  days.  Another  patient  had  26  lb.  from  Febru- 
ary 3  to  June  22,  and  in  addition  14  doz.  rhubarb  pills  and 
6  oz.  bismuth  lozenges.  A  patient  named  Johnston  had 
nrescribed  for  him  256  oz.  of  liquid  paraffin  in  106  days, 
in  addition  to  large  amounts  of  malt  and  oil.  Com- 
plainant recalled  tliat  Dr.  O'Neill  moved  in  the  High 
Court  to  restrain  the  Middlesex  Insurance  Committee  from 
surcharging  him  323/..  but  that  Mr.  Justice  Rowlatt  de- 
cided that  the  Committee  was  iustified  in  its  action  (see 
C.  ,(•  T).,  December  25,  1915,  v'.  VJi.  Mr.  Abbott  then 
detailed  the  stens  that  had  been  taken  by  various  com- 
mittees   to    deal    with  the  matter,    and   added  that  the  ' 


average  cost  of  Dr.  O'Neill's  prescriptions  was  3s.  4rf., 
against  8.9'Z.  of  other  practitioners. 

Mr.  Kingsbury,  who  appeared  for  Dr.  O'Neill,  admitted 
some  of  the  facts.  He  explained  that  in  Rye's  case  the 
chemist  (Mr.  J.  J.  Laws,  trading  as  Evans  &  Co.)  told 
Dr.  O'Neill  that  it  was  a  better  plan  to  write  separate 
prescriptions  as  the  amount  of  the  Drug  Fund  for  each 
person  is  limited.  Dr.  O'Neill  also  relied  on  Mr.  Laws's 
recommendation  of  tinct.  limonis  CO.,  Schwartz,  as  "  an 
alcoholic  glycerophosphate  tonic"  and  flavouring-agent  for 
iron  mixtures 

The  list  of  stock  formulte  prepared  by  Dr.  O'Neill  .and 
Mr.  Laws  was  handed  to  the  Chairman,"  and  Mr.  Abbott, 
in  reply  to  questions,  exijlained  that  "mist,  stim.,"  which 
cost  Is.  9d.  for  6  oz.,  consisted  of  half  its  volume  of  sp.  vini 
rect.,  accounting  for  Is.  l^d.  of  the  price.  The  doctor  had 
been  surcharged  Is.  6d.  each  time  he  ordered  this.  Another 
formula  was  for  a  hair-wash  costing  3.s.  9{?.,  which  the 
Insurance  Committee'  disallowed.  Tinct.  limonis  CO., 
Schwartz,  cost  6(7.  each  time  it  was  prescribed.  Some  of 
the  formulae  sent  out  to  different  chemists  varied  in  com- 
position ;  one  for  mist,  bismuth,  being  ciuoted  as  containing 
gent  an  in  some  of  the  copies. 

Mr.  Kingsbury,  after  examining  the  prescriptions  com- 
plained of,  pointed  out  that  some  of  them  were  written  by 
locum  tenens  acting  for  Dr.  O'Nciil,  and  that  others  ,  had 
been  tampered  with  by  the  chemist.  He  contended  that 
Dr.  O'Neill  had  already  purged  his  offence  by  paying  a 
heavy  surcharge.  Since  the  date  of  the  complaint  he  has 
been  attending  an  increasing  nurhber  of  panel  patients 
with  complete  satisfaction.  There,  is  no  standard  existing 
for  prescribing.  The  most  that  can  be  stated  is  that  Dr. 
O'Neill  studied  the  whims  and  fancies  of  his  patients  and 
tried  to  make  his  mixtures  attractive  and  sesthetic.  If  he 
had  been  extravagant  his  motive  was  laudable,  -and  as  to 
"  wholly  unnecessary  ingredients "  there  is  no  test  for 
these.  Thi  largo  amount  ordered  of  malt  and  oil  was  due 
to  the  fact  that  Dr.  O'Neill  had  an  exceptionally  large 
number  of  tuberculous  patients. 

Dr.  O'Neill,  in  the  witness-chair,  stated  that  during  1914 
he  attended  1,185  out  of  the  1.323  patients  on  his  pane!. 

The  Chairman:  Do  you  really  mean  that'/ 

Dr.  O'Neill  replied  in  the  affirmative. 

The  Chairman  :  There  has  been  nothing  like  it  since  the 
Black  Death  ! 

Dr.  O'Neill,  continuing  his  evidence,  said  he  knew 
nothing  of  any  limit  of  price  for  prescriptions,  nor  had  he 
received  any  intimation  that  he  should  exercise  economy. 
He  stated  that  other  chemists  than  Evans  &  Co.  supplied 
prescription-envelopes.  In  regard  to  the  prescriptions  for 
Rye,  Mr.  Laws  told  him  it  was  a  better  plan  to  order  these 
on  separate  slips. 

The  Chairman  :  What  is  there  better  about  it  ? 

Dr.  O'Neill  did  not  reply. 

At  this  stage  four  medical  men  were  called  to  testify 
to  the  integrity  and  popularity  of  Dr.  O'Neill. 

Dr.  O'Neill  then  returned  to  the  witness-chair,  and,  in 
reply  to  Mr.  Abbott,  gave  the  names  of  other  chemists  who 
supplied  him  with  prescription-envelopes.  He  said  that 
Mr.  Laws  wrote  out  the  stock  formulae,  and  subse- 
quently typed  them  and  distributed  them  to  other  chemists 
in  the  district.  He  did  not  receive  a  circular  issued  by 
the  Panel  Connnittee  on  March  3,  1914,  urging  the  exercise 
of  economy  in  prescribing. 

In  reply' to  the  Chairman,  Dr.  O'Neill  said  he  qualified 
in  190*1,  and  up  to  1906  did  locum-trncns  work.  He  had 
not  practised  from  1906  to  1913.  He  had  only  an  indefinite 
knowledge  of  the  price  of  drugs. 

In  reply  to  Dr.  Collingwood  Andrews.  Dr.  O'Neill  said 
he  did  not  know  that  there  was  any  official  dose  of  r.alt 
and  oil.  In  regard  to  the  composition  of  tinct.  limonis 
CO.,  Schwartz,  he, accepted  the  statement  of  the  chemist  that 
it  was  an  "alcoholic  glycerophosphate.''  _ 

Dr.  Lyndon  asked  whether  chemists  are  still  providing 
prescription-envelopes,  and  Dr.  O'Neill  replied  in  the 
negative.  -  . 

Mr.  Kingsbury  then  addressed  the  Committee  of  Inquiry 
for  the  defence."  He  contended  that  although  Dr.  O'Neill 
had  lacked  discretion  in  acting  under  the  direction  of  the 
chemist,  it  could  not  be  denied  that  the*-e  are  chemists 
whose  word  a  doctor  would  accept  without  question.  As 
an  instance  he  mentioned  Mr.  Squire,  who  has  "  something 
to  do  with  the  jirenaration  of  the  Pharmacoposia.  He 
characterised  Dr.  O'Neill  as  singularly  guileless,  and  added 
that  it  has  never  been  suggested  that  his  patients  suftered 
in  conseqiTence  of  his  prescribing.  So  soon  as  Dr  O  NeiU  s 
attention  was  called  to  the  matters  complained  of  he  over- 
hauled his  whole  system,  and  had  been  careful  not  to 
ofl:end  since.  ,    ,     ^        -.l  i  i 

The  Chairman  .=aid  the  finding  of  the  Committee  would 
be  announced  in  due  course. 
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Reports  from  Local  Centres. 

ENGIiA.n'S. 

Barasley.-At  the  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
on  October  3  it  was  mentioned  that  the  balance  on  the 
Druo-  Fund,  amounting  to  125^  4.s.  bcL,  had  been  paid  to 
the  medical  men  on  tlie  iianol.  The  chemists'  accounts  tor 
1915  amounted  to  1,309/.  8.s.  Id.,  an  increase  over  the  pre- 
vious year,  accounted  for  by  the  enhanced  prices  ot  drug.?. 
The  Chairman  said  the  state  of  the  Insurance  accounts  at 
Barnsley  is  unique. 

Blackburn.  —At  the  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee on  October  10,  a  letter  was  read  from  the  Secretary 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  (Mr.  F.  Law)  respecting 
the  adoption  of  ten  stock  mixtures  by  the  Panel  Committee, 
and  recording  a  strong  protest  against  such  practice.  _  Ur. 
Gregson  wrote  replying  to  a  decision  of  the  Committee 
respecting  the  supply  of  drugs  difficult  to  procure,  whereby 
an  insured  person  could  not  readily  obtain  drugs  properly 
prescribed  by  his  practitioner.  He  described  the  course 
agreed  upon  by  the  Committee  as  "  an  unnecessary  pro- 
cedure for  him,  and  causing  more  unpleasantness  for  the 
chemist." 

Sast  Biding-.— The  Pharmaceutical  Committee  met  on 
September  28,  when  the  new  paragraph  facilitating 
sampling  of  Insurance  dispensing  under  the  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Act  wa;  considered.  It  was  resolved  to  point  out 
that  there  is  no  check  on  the  drugs  dispensed  by  doctors. 
The  Commissioners  replied  regarding  the  stock-mixture 
clause  that  they  have  no  power  to  abrogate  any  of  the 
arrangements  for  the  current  year.  It  was  resolved  that  an 
attempt  be  made  to  have  the  clau.;e  reducing  the  dis- 
pensing-fee omitted  from  the  1917  Tariff.— At  a  meeting  ot 
the  East  Riding  Insurance  Committee  on  October  4,  the  reso- 
lution of  the  Pkarmaceutical  Committee  was  read.  After 
discussion  a  resolution  was  carried  to  ask  the  Commissioners 
to  approve  of  the  omission  by  this  Committee  of  TMote 
(a)  to  Part  III.  of  t.ho  Drug  Tariff  for  1917.  It  was 
reported  that  the  credits  for  Medical  Benefit  for  1915  have 
been  received.  The  total  amount  paid  to  chemists  for  the 
year  was  1,605?. 

Xiondon.— A  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
was  held  at  Bank  Chambers,  High  Holborn,  W.C.,  on 
October  10,  Mr.  A.  R.  Melhuish  (Chairman)  presiding. 
The  Committee  considered  the  proposed  conditions  of  ser- 
vice for  1917  and  the  incidence  of  the  new  regulations 
issued  concerning  the  taking  of  samples  under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts.  After  discussion  it  was  decided  to  confer 
with  the  Insurance  Committee  on  the  matter.  In  connec- 
tion with  correspondence  received  from  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee regarding  financial  matters  affecting  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Committee,  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  were  ap- 
pointed, on  the  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Sub-Com- 
mittee, to  make  representations  to  the  Insurance  Commis- 
sioners should  that  course  become  necessary.  On  the 
question  of  supply  of  statistics  relating  to  chemists'  accounts 
for  the  year  1916,  it  was  agreed  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  should  be  furnished  with  the  total  figures  for 
each  quarter  for  the  purpose  of  comparison  with  the  figures 
for  1915.  The  Secretary  was  accordingly  instructed  to 
obtain  these  figures  from  the  Insurance  Committee.  The 
Secretary  reported  that  the  Panel  Committee  has  called 
the  attention  of  doctors  to  the  strict  observation  of  the  oon- 
di'tions  governing  the  use  of  "  Rept.  Mist.,"  and  that  it 
is  their  intention  to  revise  the  London  Insurance  Pharma- 
copoeia. In  the  case  of  a  complaint  against  a  doctor  for 
unprofessional  attitude,  evidence  was  submitted  that  the 
doctor  had  written  a  message  on  the  prescription-form 
suggesting  inaccuracy  on  the  part  of  the  chemist ;  pre- 
scriptions were  also  submitted  by  the  chemist  showing  grave 
errors  in  the  doctor's  prescribing.  As  a  result  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Committee's  representations,  the  Panel  Com- 
mittee has  communicated  with  the  doctor,  pointing  out 
the  serious  errors  which  have  been  made  in  his  prescrib- 
ing and  the  action  taken  by  the  chemist  in  safeguarding 
his  interests. 

Shipley. —At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
la  st  week,  it  was  _  reported  that  the  situation  at  Baildon, 
where  the  1,600  insured  persons  have  been  without  any 
dispensing^  facilities  for  a  number  of  weeks  jiast,  since  the 
only  chemist,  Mr.  Harry  Robinson,  gave  up  the  w^ork  when 
his  son  joined  the  Army,  is  in  no  way  improved,  and  the 
patients^  have  to  go  or  send  to  Shipley,  two  miles  away, 
for  their  medicines.  Alderman  H.  Dunn  asked  why  the 
doctors  did  not  undertake  the  dispensing  in  the  circum- 
stances, and  Dr.  Firth  said  because  it  would  not'  pay  them 
to  do  so.  _  A  resolution  was  ordered  to  be  sent  to  the 
West  Riding  Insurance  Committee  and  to  the  Insurance 
Commissioners,  asking  that  arrangements  be  made  for  In- 
surance dispensing  at  Baildon. 
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Smethwlck.— The  report  of  the  Finance  Sub-Committee, 
presented  at  the  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  on 
October  3,  stated  that  the  Medical  Benefit  credit  for  1915 
has  been  received,  and  that  the  Drug  Fund  portion  is 
2,183?.  5.S.,  15?.  having  also  been  paid  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee.  The  chemists'  accounts  have  already  been 
paid  in  full.  The  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee  reported 
regarding  the  proposed  revised  Regulations,  and  are  notify- 
ing doctors  and  chemists  of  the  alterations  The  Pricing 
Bureau's  statistics  for  the  March  quarter  were  received. 

Sussex  (E.).— At  the  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee, 
the  exemption  of  a  chemist  from  military  service,  on  con- 
dition that  he  joined  a  Volunteer  Force,  was  referred 
to.  It  was  resolved  to  ask  the  military  authority  that  this 
condition  be  waived,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  applicant 
is  recjuired  to  undertake  Insurance  dispensing  between 
5.30  and  8.30  p.m. 

SCOTX.A1VD. 

Scottlsb  Tariff  for  October.— Appendix  IX.  has  just 
been  issued.  It  notifies  alterations  in  the  prices  of  thirty- 
six  drugs.  Nine  are  higher  and  twenty-seven  lower.  A 
plea  is  made  for  further  economy,  and  the  substitution  of 
sodium  for  potassium  salts  where  practicable  i;  advocated.

C.4NADi.\N  Trade  has  greatly  improved  since  the  war  began. 
The  imports  for  the  year  which  ended  on  June  30,  1914, 
were  valued  at  $579,140,449,  and  the  exports  at  $449,534,456; 
1915  showed  imports  $425,713,113  and  exports  $501,680,572  ; 
while  by  1916  the  imports  had  reached  $595,921,654  and 
the  exports  $969,514,841. 

liiFORE  Sending  any  Comforts,  other  than  clothing,  to 
soldicri.  cither  in  the  theatre  of  war  or  in  training  camps, 
it  would  be  wise  for  the  friends  of  the  men  to  consult  a 
pharmacist.  Here  is  an  illustration.  A  leading  citizen, 
wishing  to  relieve  the  sufferings  of  some  young  soldiers, 
both  at  home  and  abroad,  from  certain  insect  discomforts, 
mastered  a  long  and  elaborate  article  in  a  medical  journal, 
which  had  been  sent  to  him  by  a  scientific  brother,  and 
gave  rather  a  large  order  te  a  store,  which  was  duly  exe- 
cuted. The  consignment,  costly,  cumbrous,  soon  wasting 
when  unpacked,  and  difficult  to  carry  or  divide  in  a 
haversack,  will  not  be  repeated.  A  pharmacist  supplied 
waistcoat-pocket  cubes  in  every  way  economical  and 
efficient. 
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Associations'  Winter  Session. 


Exeter.— A  meeting  of  the  Exeter  Association  of  Phar- 
macists was  held  on  October  9,  Mr.  Erie  Lemmon  in  the 
chair.  Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell  wrote  stating  that  a  draft  order 
of  the  Local  Government  Board  had  suggested  a  general 
closing  of  shops  throughout  the  country  at  7  p.m.  from 
October  30  to  March  31.  Thi,s  would  affect  chemists  as 
well  as  other  traders,  except  that  they  would  be  allowed 
to  sell  medicines  in  case  of  emergency  after  that  hour. 
On  the  proposal  of  Mr.  Milton,  seconded  by  Mr.  Harris,  it 
w-as  resolved,  subject  to  the  agreement  of  the  company 
shops,  to  close  at  7  p.m.  on  ordinary  nights  and  at  8  p.m. 
on  Saturdays  from  October  16.  It  was  left  to  each  phar- 
macist to  make  his  own  arrangements  with  regard  to  the 
deferred  bank  holidays.  The  Chairman  said  the  Insurance 
Commissioners  have  decided  to  increase  the  allowance  for 
establishment-expenses  on  Insurance  dispensing,  and  genei-al 
satisfaction  was  expressed  at  the  promised  improvement. 

Great  Yarmouth.— A  meeting  of  the  Great  Yarmouth 
Pharmaceutical  Association  was^held  on  October  4,  Mr.  A.  E. 
Richmond  in  the  chair.  A  circular  from  the  East  Anglia 
Federation  of  Pharmaceutical  As.sociations  was  read,  and 
the  Chairman  expressed  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  advan- 
tageous to  join,  but  the  decision  was  postponed  until  the 
next  meeting  A  letter  fi-om  the  Panel  Committee  was  read 
stating  that  it  had  been  resolved  that  stock  mixtures  be  not 
operative  until  January  1917,  oh  condition  that  chemists 
accept  them  as  a  code  in  the  meantime.

After  con- 
sidering all  sides,  Mr.  .lenkin  said,  he  felt  that  accejjtance 
is  the  wiser  plan.  Mr.  Wolff  explained  his  withdrawal  from 
the  Association  Executive,  and  pointed  out  that  the  mem- 
bers had  little  influence  in  deciding  what  they  should  or 
should  not  accept,  as  all  real  negotiatioas  take  place  behind 
the  scenes.

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  firm  obtained 
a  licence  to  use  the  enemy  patents  which  control  the  manu- 
facture of  novocaine,  but  the  interesting  part  is  that  im- 
provements were  at  once  made  in  the  process  which  brands 
Kerocain  as  made  by  a  method  much  in  advance  of  the 
enemy  product.  It  is.  however,  identical  in  every  respect, 
and  in  no  sense  a  substitute.  The  manufacture  has  been 
completed  at  a  period  when  the  use  of  novocaine  as  a 
dental  anaesthetic  is  destmed  to  be  increased  many  fold 
owing  to  the  restrictions  on  the  supply  of  cocaine.

Pharmaceutical  Education. 

Sir, — I  am  glad  to  observe  Mr.  Goode's  courteous  recog- 
_nition  of  my  suggestion  as  to  the  possibility  of  organisiation 
and  the  financial  support  of  phannaceutical  education 
throughout  the  country  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and 
also  to  know  that  Mr.  Goode  himself  has  some  such  scheme 
in  view.  Mr.  Goode  has  three  difficulties:  (1)  "Vested 
Interests."  In  my  original  observation  I  referred  to  "  the 
vested  interests  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  "  ;  is  it  pos- 
sible that  Mr.  Goode  is  thinking  of  some  other  vested 
interest?  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  interests  at 
stake,  of  course,  but  these  are  public,  not  private,  interests; 
and  surely  the  greatest  interest  of  all  is  that  public  interest 
committed  to  its  care  by  its  own  charter — that  of  pharma- 
ceutical education,  which  far  surpasses  any  other  Society 
interest.  My  conviction  is  that  that  great  interest  has  been 
sacrificed  to  other  and  infinitely  less  important  schemes,  and 
that  if  a_  resolute  attempt  had  been  made  to  carry  out  in  a 
public-spirited  manner  the  great  purpose  for  which  the 
charter  was  granted,  we  should  have  had  a  very  different 
state  of  things  to-day.  (2)  Mr.  Goode's  next  difficulty  is 
that  technical  schools  and  colleges  arc  unwilling  to  arrange- 
pharmaceutical  courses.  Naturally  they  are.  They  see 
more  or  less  flourishing  schooli  of  pharmacy  attracting 
practically  all  the  pupils,  and  unless  there  be  some  well- 
founded  expectation  that  advantage  will  be  taken  of  the 
facilities  offered,  no  educational  body  has  any  right  to  waste 
public  money  on  education  that  is  not  wanted.  But  let  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  offer  a  subsidy  for  the  establishment 
of  pharmaceutical  courses,  advertise  these  by  suitable  means, 
and  divert  students  to  their  own  local  or  county  centres,  and 
let  the  education  obtained  there  possess  full  examinational 
value,  and  undoubtedly  the  result  would  surprise  anyone 
who  lias  not  carefully  studied,  the  possibilities  of  the  case. 
(3)  Mr.  Goode  sees  difficulties  in  an  affiliation  scheme.  I 
go  further  than  affiliation,  and  say  that  even  absorption  is 
practicable.  It  was  so  in  the  veterinary  profession,  and  I 
commend  to  Mr.  Goode  the  history  of  the  development, 
within  companatively  recent  years,  of  the  five  veterinary 
colleges  in  London,  Liverpool,  Edinburgh,  Glasgow,  and 
Dublin.  Compare  our  numbers.  During  the  past  ten  years 
the  average  number  of  veteriiiarians  who  qualified  was 
eighty  per  annum ;  our  numbers  average  over  400  per 
annum.  Universitiee,,  wore  glad  to  welcome  and  shelter 
the  veterinarian,  and  much  more  would  they  welcome  us. 
Three  things  are  essential  in  the  reform— first,  willingness 
on  the  part  of  the  Society.  That  body  may  block  the  way 
if  it  wishes  to  do  so,  but  let  it  take  care  !  The  second  is 
that  subsidies  in  aid  of  provincial  education  are  absolutely 
necessary ;  and  the  third  thing  is  an  absolute  reformation  o^f 
the  system  of  examination.  In  working  out  this  scheme 
I  would  embody  such  of  "Jay  Mack's"  suggestions  as 
could  bo  grafted  on  to  an  educational  course.  The  curri- 
culum idea  need  l>e  no  stumbling-block.  As  at  present  inter- 
preted a  curriculum  is  usually  regarded  as  ten  months  at 
the  Square  at  251.,  -plus  the  expenses  of  living  in  London. 
This  is  quite  unnecessary,  and  anv  attempt  to  solve  the 
problem  had  better  leave  that  line  severelv  alone.  Finally, 
the  working-out  of  any  scheme  is  for  the  bo'dv  that  is  respon- 
sible under  its  charter  for  education.  I  confess  I  smiled 
when  I  read  Mr.  Goode's  invitation  to  you  to  take  up  the 
Council  s  work.  Let  him  first  do  some  spade-work  by  con- 
verting his  fellow-councillors.  Xpayser  II. 
A  Soot  on  Shakespeare. 
Sir,— Shakespeare's  pot-heA-bs,  etc..  are  made  the  subject 
ot  a  very  interesting  article  in  "  The  Scotsman  "  which 
a  friend  has  kmdly  sent  to  me.  Tho  bearing  of  the  subject 
on  medicine  is  noted  by  the  writer,  Mr.  J.  Logic  Robertson, 
and  gives  it  special  interest  to  pharmacists.  One  of  the 
jncst  interesting  points  Mt.  Robertson  makes  is  the  stress 
laid  by  Shakespeare  on  the  odours  of  flowers,  and  he  says 
with  great  truth  that  the  poet  was  peculiarlv  sensitive  in 
this  respect.  Most  poets  have  been,  and  it  'mav  be  said 
that  a  keen  sense  of  smell  usually  denotes  a  certain  delicacy 
of  organisation  such  as  we  expect  in  poets.^  But  Mr. 
Robertson  exaggerates,  or  at  least  mistakes,  the  reason  of 
the  delight  which  Shakespeare's  contemporaries  generally 
took  in  perfumery.    Such  sanitation  as  there  was  then  took 


mainly  this  form ;  the  bad  smells  they  had  not  the  wit  to 
prevent  they  sought  to  hide,  and  the  wonder  is,  not  their 
addiction  to  pomanders  and  ixiuncet-boxes,  but  that  even  a 
poet  like  Shakespeare,  brought  up  amid  the  middens  and 
muck-heaps  of  Stratford  (his  father's  being  one  of  the  most 
offensive  of  them),  retained  any  "nose"  for  ttie  more 
delioftte  scent  of  flowers.  Mr.  Robertson  falls  into  one  or 
two  curious  errors.  He  says  that  Shakespeare  "  mentions 
worts  and  cabbages  somewhat  contemptuously."  He 
mentions  cabbages  only  once,  and  in  the  passage  referred 
to  ("Merry  Wives,"  I.  i.  123)  "worts"  does  not  mean 
colewort,  as  Mr.  Robertson  supposes,  but  is  simply  a  play 
on  Sir  John  Evans's  Welsh  pronunciation  of  "  good 
words."  He  says,  again,  that  when  Shallow  invites  FaJstaff 
to  a  dish  of  comfits  it  is  doubtful  whether  he  meant  seeds 
or  nuts.  He  meant  undoubtedly  either  a  dish  of  caraway 
comfits,  such  as  was  partaken  of  as  a  carminative  after 
meals,  or  a  cake  flavoured  with  these  comfits.  The  plant 
Mr.  Robertson  calls  the  bulbous  caraway  was  not,  I  venture 
to  say,  known  by  that  name  then.  There  is  nothing  strange 
in  the  fact  that  Shakespeare  never  speaks  of  rhubarb  as 
a  vegetable,  since  this  use  of  the  plant  is  only  about  a, 
hundred  years  old.  Mr.  Robertson  is  mistaken,  again,  in 
crediting  Shakespeare  with  a  mention  of  the  gourd  as  a 
vegetable;  Pistol's  exclamation,  "  gourd  and  fulfam  holds," 
refers  to  a  game  in  which  false  dice  bearing  these  names 
were  used.  Yours  truly,

A  Oold-ring  Trouble.

The  ring  is  a  plain  gold  one 
which  is  not  tight,  but  is  broader  than  the  one  worn  before 
it.  Some  pain  accompanies  the  trouble,  and  our  correspon- 
dent wants  some  suggestion  as  to  how  the  ring  ma.y  be  worn 
without  injuring  the  finger.  We  should  be  glad  if  any 
other  subscriber  who  has  had  experience  of  a  similar  nature 
would  communicate  particulars  and  results.  We  presume 
that  the  trouble  is  due  to  the  gold  alloy  being  different  from 
what  is  used  in  peace  times,  and  that  probably  some  electric 
action  may  occur.

Powder  Liquefaction. 

A  Caiio  Pharmacist  (87 j 7^)  writes  in  regard  to  the  fol- 
lowing prescription,  which  he  dispensed  last  month  : 

Euquinine    0.10 

Benzonaphthol    0.15 

Salol   0.20 

For  one  powder.    Send  No.  vi. 

He  put  all  these  powders  into  the  mortar,  and  on  turning 
the  pestle  saw  that  the  mixture  assumed  an  oily  aspect. 
Ho  then  made  some  exiaeriments — benzonaphthol  with 
salol,  euquinine  with  benzonaphthol— and  they  did  not 
give  th-3  same  reaction.  After  these  experiments  he  found 
out  that  there  is  an  incompatibility  between  euquinine 
and  salol,  but  which  kind  of  incompatibility^  he  does  not 
know.  The  other  salts  of  quinine  clo  not  give  the  same 
reaction.  As  euquinine  is  the  ethylcarbonate  of  quinine, 
he  made  an  experiment  with  aristochine,  which  is  a 
neutral  carbonate  of  quinine,  but  dfd  not  get  the  same 
reaction.  If  euquinine  previously  reduced  to  line  powder 
is  mixed  with  salol  without  triturating  tliem  too  much 
(only  slightly),  the  reaction  comes  very  slowly-  What  he 
wants  to^know  is.  Is  this  a  physical,  a  pharmaceutical,  or  a 
chemical  incompatibility? 

[The  incompatibility  does  not  a)>pear  to  be  a  chemical 
one.    It    is    best    deVcribed    as  physical.     Salol  liquefies 
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with  many  substances.  It  is  too  resistent,  however,  to 
chemical  &plitting-up  to  be  affected  by  euquinine.  Aristo- 
chine  possesses  a  melting-point  very  nearly  double  that  of 
euquinine.  That  is  probably  the  reason  why  it  does  not 
liquefy,  as  euquinine  does,  with  the  salol.  It  has  been 
our  experience  in  dealing  with  substances  which  licjuefy 
when  two  or  more  are  brought  into_  close  physical  con- 
tact that  when  the  liquefied  mixture  is  introduced  into  a 
solvent  which  dissolves  them  individually,  sparingly,  and 
unequally,  they  desert  each  other  and  behave  towards 
the  solvent  in  accordance  with  their  individual  character- 
istics. The  liquefied  product  is,  in  fact,  merely  a  mechani- 
cal mixture.  Incidentally  we  may  observe  that  when 
manipulating  powders  containing  materials  suspected^  ot 
physical  incompatibility  it  is  well  to  avoid  trituration. 
Light  mixing  with  a  knife  on  a  piece  of  paper  is  always 
safer.] 

Legal  Queries.

PaU  Mall  (99/43). —Poultry  and  dog  medicines  are  out- 
side the  Medicine  Stamp  Acts  (see  "  Animals,"  C.  <£■  D. 
Diary,  p.  348). 

Velox  (98/39)  holds  premises  under  a  three  years'  tenancy 
agreement  which  expires  in  May  next.  He  wishes  to  con- 
tinue his  tenancy,  but  subject  to  termination  by  a  quarter's 
notice  What  course  must  be  adopt?  ["Velox  '  must 
enter  into  a  fresh  agreement  with  his  landlord.  If  he  does 
not  do  so,  and  remains  in  occupation  of  the  premises  after 
his  present  tenancy  has  expired,  he  will  be  in  the  position 
of  a  tenant  from  year  to  year  and  liable  to  give  six  months 
notice  expiring  at  the  end  of  a  year  of  the  tenancy.] 

Manager  (92/59).— High  Courts  do  not  favour  restric- 
tive ag'reements  with  assistants  preventing  them  trans- 
ferrino-  their  services  to  other  employers  or  starting  in  busi- 
ness in  locations  which  are  remote  from  the  sphere  of  the 
employers  business  interests.  It  is,  however,  impossible 
to  lav  down  what  mav  be  regarded  as  the  limit  m  any 
particular  case,  but  tho  fact  that  the  agreement  that  you 
refer  to  has  been  adhciL'd  to  by  both  parties  for  so  many 
years  would  be  against  tlie  breaking  of  it  by  either  party. 

Miscellaneous  Inquiries. 


W  H  P  (82/49).— Peesekving  Cur  Flowers?- Various 
suggestions  have  been  made  for  preserving  cut  flowers  in 
vases.  The  older  methods  consisted  in  adding  small  quanti- 
ties of  potassium  nitrate  or  ammonium  chloride  to  the  water 
in  which  the  flowers  lare  placed,  the  idea  being  an  a.dapta- 
tion  of  accepted  theories  on  plant-nutrition.  More  recent 
suggestions  have  been  to  add  a  few  drops  of  tincture  ot 
nux  vomica  to  the  water,  or  to  convert  the  water  into  a 
weak  syrup  with  a  sugar-content  of  from  7  to  15  per  cent.  ^ 

G  4  (78/74).— Brewing  Non-alcoholic  Beverages.— This 
matter 'was  dealt  with  in  detail  in  the  C.  <&  D.  some  ten 
years  ago,  but  cannot  be  repeated  .at  the  same  length,  ihe 
points  to  bear  in  mind  are  that  to  keen  the  proportion 
of  alcohol  below  that  allowed  to  be  sold  by  unlicensed 
vendors  not  more  than  4  oz.  of  sugar  to  the  gallon  should 
be  used,  and  that  the  necessary  sweetness  is  conveyed  by 
employing  saccharin,  of  which  reckon  14  grains  as  equiva- 
lent in  sweetening-power  to  1  lb.  of  sugar.  Potter  &  Clarke's 
"  Botanic  Brewers'  Guide  "  (l.s\  b;l..  Potter  &  Clarke  60  to 
64  Artillery  Lane.  London,  E.)  will  give  you  ,  full  informa- 
tion on  the  subject. 

Tl'.  .S'.  (79/29).— Our  correspondent  asks  for  advice  in 
producing  a  Non-sepahating  Lime-cream.  He  has  tried 
many  formulae,  including  the  following  : 

(A)  Curd   soap    I5  oz. 

Distilled  water    20  oz. 

Dissolve  with  heat  and  while  warm  add  to— 

Nut  oil    30  oz. 

Perfume    'i-^- 

(B)  Nut  oil    4  pints 

Lime-water,  freshly  prepared   ...        3  pints 
Saccharated  lime  solution        ...       4  oz. 
Perfume    Q-s. 

(A)  makes  a  perfect  non-separating  preparation,  but  is 
not  satisfactory  in  use.  (B)  is  the  better  preparation, 
but  separates  slightly  when  standing  for  a  few  days. 

[Formula  (B)  is  on  the  lines  of  the  be:-t  recipes  for  lime- 
cream    but  the  cream  made  according  to  all  such  recipes 


separates  a  little  on  standing.  Lime-cream  prepared  in 
this  way  consists  essentially  of  lime-soap  held  in  solution 
by  excess  of  oil,  and  after  a  time  some  of  the  oil  gradually 
freei  itself  from  the  partnershiji  and  rises  to  and  accumu- 
lates on  the  surface.  Formula  (B),  while  very  efficient  from 
the  user's  point  of  view,  contains  a  large  proportion  of  oil. 
By  lessening  the  proportion  of  oil  the  amount  of  separation 
will  be  reduced.  Separation  can  be  lessened  also,  and  de- 
layed, by  thickening  the  cream.    For  example  : 

(1)  Nut  oil         ...    20  oz. 

Beeswax,  white      .:   90  gr. 

Melt  the  wax  in  the  oil  on  a  water-bath  with  as  little 
heat  as  will  service  the  purpose,  and  add  lime-water  20  oz. 
Shake  thoroughly.  Or 

(2)  Nut  oil    20  oz. 

Beeswax,  white    90  gr. 

Melt  the  wax  in  the  oil  as  in  No.  1,  and  add  the  following, 
previoush'  mixed  together  : 

Saccharated  lime  solution       ...    150  minims

Shake  thoroughly. 
To  prepare  a  really  non-separating  cream  another  method 
has  to  be  followed  : 

Borax  in  powder   2g  oz. 

Nut  oil   40  oz. 

Beeswax,  white    320  gr. 

Distilled  water    20  oz. 

Melt  the  wax  with  the  oil  by  means  of  heat,  dissolve  the 
borax  in  the  mixture,  add  the  water,  and  mix  by  shaking. 
The  quantity  of  wax  can  bo  varied  to  suit  climate  or  re- 
quirements.] 

(2)  Shaving-powder, — A  good  dry  soap-powder  is  usually 
all  that  is  required  for  a  shaving-powder.  Some  contend 
that  a  coco-nut  soap  is  the  best.  Trouble  is  induced^  at 
times  by  an  injudicious  choice  of  material  for  perfuming 
the  powder.  Essential,  oils  if  used  at  all  sho.uld  be  selected 
so  that  a  very  small  quantity  will  serve  for  a  lot  of  powder. 
The  best  result  is  obtained  by  using  one  or  more  of  the  dry 
synthetic  perfumes — musk,  heliotropin,  coumarin,  for 
example.
